The 
consecration will take place some time in 
the autumn. On four previous occasions 
Dr. Lloyd has been called to the episco- 
pate—by Mississippi in 1903, by Kentucky 
in 1904, by Southern Virginia in 1905, 
and by Maryland in 1908. His consistent 
decisions not to be drawn away from the 
great work to which the whole Church 
had called him through the General 
Convention, has inspired a host of peo- 
ple everywhere with a new sense of the 
supreme importance of and loyalty to the 
Church’s Mission. His retirement from 
this place of leadership will be viewed 
with keen regret by the members of the 
Board of Missions, by his associates at 
the Church Missions House, and by all 
Churchmen familiar in any way with the 
notable advances made during his ad- 
ministration, 

Dr. Lloyd became the General Secre- 
tary of the Board of Missions in Decem- 
ber, 1899. The office had been vacant 
more than two years. During that time 


the Associate Secretary, with character- 
istic devotion, had been carrying the 
heavy load of double duty. Fully recog- 
nizing all the good work done in the 
past, Dr, Lloyd entered upon the inspir- 
ing task of leading the Church to still 
larger things. His whole-hearted loyalty 
to the Master and His purpose for the 
world, his well-disciplined enthusiasm 
and his broad sympathies have deeply 
stirred the people of the Church. Many 
of them, through Dr. Lloyd’s words and 
work, have been led to relate themselves 
personally and _ practically to the 
Church’s work for the uplift and ketter- 
ment of men everywhere. z 
Some of the results of this vigorous 
and reverent leadership are seen in the 
larger mission staff at home and abroad, 
in the inauguration and development of 
the systematic study of missions, in the 
greatly increased appropriations and in 
offerings that grow steadily, though they 
do not quite keep pace with the needs. 
The literature furnished by the Board 
has been improved in quality and greatly 
increased in quantity. Five department 
secretaries have been enlistel to make 
known the facts about the achievements 
and the needs of the missionary enter- 
prise. But better than any or all of 
these is the evident growth in the Church 
of the spirit of consecration to a great — 
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cause, and a determination to do the 
work that God calls His people to under- 
take. 

Dr. Lloyd’s retirement from the secre- 
taryship, coming as it will within a few 
months after the death of the Church’s 
treasurer and at a time of no little finan- 
cial stress and anxiety, will be a heavy 
loss. During these last seventy-five years, 
Virginia has given many sons and daugh- 
ters to the mission field. No other dio- 
cese in the country begins to equal her 
record, And Virginia gave Dr. Lloyd to 
be the executive officer of the mission- 
ary forces at home. As each year of his 
service has passed and the quality of his 
work has become more apparent, the 
hope—not to say the expectation—has 
deepened that he would be allowed to 
give the rest of his life to the duties he 
has been discharging with such conspicu- 
ous devotion. Gratitude to Virginia for 
all she has done in sending her sons 
afield cannot but be accompanied by re- 
gret that, even under the pressure of real 
need, she should have claimed for her 
own home work the service of one who 
was doing so much for the whole Church 
in this land and for the nations beyond, 
who still do not know or follow the 
Christ. 


LSEWHERE in this issue Bishop

of the treasurer’s office, It would be inter- 
esting and inspiring, if it were possible, 
to follow the reach of Mr. Thomas’s 
helpfulness and influence and see how 
in many lands and in many ways his 
warm sympathy inspired the workers 
and his constructive ability helped for- 
ward their work. The quality that made 
Mr. Thomas pre-eminent. as a member 
of the Board of Missions and in the 
treasurer’s office was not so much his 


unquestioned business and administra- - 


tive ability, but just the quality that 
made him so notable as a man—his per- 


sonal devotion to the supreme work of 
extending the Kingdom of God in the 
world. Many will recall Mr. Thomas’s 
speech to the General Convention at 
Richmond, in October, 1907, when after 
dealing with what in the hands of most 
men would have been merely lifeless fig- 
ures, but which he seemed to vitalize by 
the power of his own high purpose, he 
closed with a promise to give himself to 
the cause so long as God gave him 
strength and called upon his fellow lay- 
men to devote time, thought and con- 
structive talents to the extension work 
of the Church. “God does not need our 
money merely,” he said. “He does need 
our manhood. Let us give it to Him.” 
How conscientiously he kept that pledge 
the last year and a half of his life have 
abundantly shown, 

Although Mr. Thomas gave large sums 
of money for the furtherance of the 
Church’s work—sums that to most of us 
seem princely—he would be the first to 
say that others, the amount of whose 
gifts was but a fraction of his own, 
were giving no less generously than he. 
For giving is to be estimated less by the 
absolute amount involved than by the 
sense of stewardship of which it is one 
expression. Many a missionary, anxious 
about the special enterprise for which 
he felt himself responsible, has found 
himself encouraged and stimulated not 
only by a gift from Mr. Thomas, but by 
the kindly hospitality of a Christian 
home and by the intelligent personal in- 
terest taken in his work. 

The Church must set herself to the 
task of developing many more men like 
George C. Thomas. She must call upon 
her laymen for harder service. She must 
expect great things from them; she must 
stimulate more of them to attempt great 
things. For after all, Mr. Thomas repre- 
sented a normal type of Christian lay- 
man. The well-deserved appreciation of 
his work and the widely expressed grati- 
tude for his life are a recognition of this 
fact. Our ability to recognize and ap- 
preciate the normal type of Christian 
manhood, when: we see it, is a demand 
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upon us all to endeavor more de- 
terminedly to realize it in our lives. 
The Board of Missions will need the 
good guidance of God in selecting Mr. 
Thomas’s successor. From one point of 
view it may well seem an almost impos- 
sible task. Yet every reverent member 
of the Church must be convinced that 
somewhere there will be found a man 
gifted with some measure of Mr. 
Thomas’s spirit and ability, and so well 
and favorably known that the Church 
will instinctively give him the confidence 
with which it honored Mr. Thomas. 


ECENT happenings in Shanghai 
are significant of the progress and 
influence of the Church. Some time ago 
the Municipal Coun- 
ceil made a grant 
of taels 5,000 (ap- 
proximately $3,500) 
toward the erection of an additional build- 
ing for St. Luke’s Hospital. This aid is 
given in recognition of “the excellent 
work which the hospital fulfils,” es- 
pecially in doing a large amount of 
charitable work for the very poor. St. 
Luke’s already had about $14,000 on 
hand, partly saved from its income, 
partly given in the United States. Work 
on the new building is now going on. 
Possibly by next October it may be ready 
to receive some of the needy sick who 
are now crowded out of St. Luke’s. Bish- 
op Graves asks the Church at home to 
give speedily the $10,000 still needed to 
complete the building and equipment 
fund. Surely he is right in saying: “If 
the Shanghai Municipal Council gives 
taels 5,000, the Church ought to be 
enough interested in its work to raise 
the other $10,000. 

One of the most interesting and 
helpful features of the new  build- 
ing will be an eye ward, made pos- 
sible by generous gifts through the 
Tuesday Missionary Bible-class in 
Philadelphia. Unfortunately an un- 
guarded expression in one of the articles 
-about St, Luke’s in the April number

might easily be understood as meaning 
that nothing had been done to supply 
this great need. On the contrary, when 
the new building is opened the eye ward 
will be complete in every detail, through 
the enterprise and generosity of the 
members of this Philadelphia class and 
their friends. How much good it will 
do can easily be guessed by any one who 
read Dr. Jefferys’s article in the Febru- 
ary number, “I Trouble Them Too 
Much.” 

The annual meeting of the “Men’s 
Auxiliary” is another significant event. 
This is an organization whose mem- 
bers are pledged to use their best efforts 
for the extension of the Church among 
their countrymen. The meeting was at- 
tended by about 150 laymen. The so- 
ciety is one evidence that the Chinese 
Church is becoming a self-propagating 
body, for the Auxiliary supports a cate- 
chist, and its gifts for this purpose were 
$130 larger than ever before.

resolutions which should eventually tend 


in that direction. 


The general charac- 


ter of these resolutions is as follows: 
(1) For the purpose of preventing opium 
smuggling the Powers shall all combine 
to render mutual assistance. (2) That 


greater stringency 


shall be employed 


with regard to the sale of morphine. 
(3) That a scientific examination shall 
be made to distinguish between medi- 
eines which contain morphia and those 
which do not contain it. (4) That the 
utmost possible efforts shall be em- 
ployed to restrict the use of opium and 
to gradually abolish it. (It appears that 
the comparatively lenient terms of this 
particular provision were due to repre- 
sentations by the British Government as 
to the impossibility of abolishing opium 
manufacture at a moment’s notice in 


India). (5) 


That all opium dens 


throughout China shall be immediately 
closed. (6) That all sales of medicines, 
including opium in any form, shall be 
prohibited unless made in compliance 
with a medical certificate. (7) That the 
laws in operation in foreign countries 
with regard to restricting the sale of 
medicines containing opium shall be ap- 
plicable to all regions throughout China 
where foreign consuls are posted. 


MR. THOMAS AS A MEMBER OF THE 
BOARD OF MISSIONS

OARDS and corporations en- 
trusted with or interested in 
great and important undertak- 
ings are apt to pass through cer- 

tain phases and periods of change in 
methods and policy, during which some 
one man comes to the front as mover and 
leader, sometimes as creator of the 
change. The first of such periods that I 
recall was when the principle was pro- 
claimed that the Church itself was the 
missionary society, of which every bap- 
tized person was a member. And my 
father’s venerable name was intimately 
associated with that. The next was the 
period when the distinction between for- 
eign and domestic missions was practi- 
cally wiped out; and that absurd division 
ended, which made the one the business 
of all Low Churchmen and the other the 


duty, with an ulterior purpose to it, of 


the High Churchmen. This culminated 
in bringing the American Church Mis- 
sionary Society into close touch with the 
Board as an auxiliary. The initiation of 
this, I believe, was due to Dr. Twing, 
and still more to Dr. Langford. And the 
last is the period in which we are now 
living and working with broader spirit 
and larger purposes and bigger plans and 
at greater cost; its prominent character- 
istic being the Apportionment Plan, and 
its high-water mark the Men’s Thank- 
Offering. 

And of all this, in courage, in in- 


- genuity, in devotion, George C. Thomas 


was really, not the prime mover only, 
but, under God, the creator. And now 
he is taken away from years of tireless 
service, to rest from the tiring part and 
to serve in a higher and closer service 
than ever before. No words can tell how 
we shall miss his beloved personality, his 
gracious and genial presence, his un- 
failing attendance at the meetings, his 


eareful husbandry of funds, his lavish 
liberality, his ingenious and generous in- 
vention or discovery of some way out of 
difficulties, and his wise economy, guard- 
ing us from rashness, and guiding us in- 
to generous faith. We have had treas- 
urers before, careful and faithful. We 
have now capable and devoted keepers 
of accounts trained under him; but 
I fear we shall never have his equal 
in the one fundamental qualification 
of an absolutely consecrated life. He 
was the personal friend of every one 
of us, He never lost heart or hope or 
courage or cheerfulness under any dis- 
couragement. He was Jupiter and Mer- 
curius, Paul and Barnabas, combined in 
one; because of the fluency and charm of 
his speech, and because he was the fore- 
most layman in our American Church. 

The influence of this truly consecrated 
man, “full of the Holy Ghost and of wis- 
dom,” reached out over the whole 
Church. At any cost of time or travel he 
was ready to go anywhere. He was to 
have addressed the Churchman’s League 
in Troy, the Monday of the week in 
which he died. None of the hundreds 
who were present can ever forget the 
power and influence of his enthusiastic 
earnestness at the meeting when the 
thank-offering was announced in the 
great hall in Richmond, in October, 1907. 
And I remember the deep impression he 
made, in a ringing address, when he went 
out to Montreal as one of the deputation 
with Bishop Morrison, Dr. Alsop and 
myself to the Canadian Synod. 

The awakening of the children of the 
Church to their ability and responsibil- 
ity to give to missions, from which large 
sums of money have come in, and in 
which lies the future, is largely if not 
entirely due to him; and the success of 
the Apportionment Plan, 
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steadily growing, if not his inception, 
owes its success to the patient insistence 
of his advocacy. 

We need to gird ourselves to more per- 
sistent effort, and to betake ourselves to 


more incessant prayer, that somehow, 
many of us working together and pray- 
ing together may somewhat help to make 
good this, humanly speaking, irreparable 
loss. 


MR. THOMAS IN THE TREASURER’S OFFICE

N the death of George CO. Thomas, 

Treasurer of the Board of Missions, 

a constant friend and counsellor 

has been lost by all of us. As yet 

we are dazed by the suddenness of the 

change, but we shall realize our loss more 

and more as the days and weeks go by, 

and one by one the subjects come up con- 

cerning which we would desire to confer 
with him, 

Thirteen years ago when the Board 
elected him treasurer, Mr. Thomas 
thought the cares of his great banking 
business and his many other duties, to- 
gether with his residence in Philadelphia 
instead of New York, would prevent his 
acceptance, but he was finally persuaded 
to make the trial that has proved such a 
signal success. His service as treasurer, 
without compensation, his large gifts of 
his time and of his means, have been an 
example and inspiration to the whole 
Church, although given with such mod- 
esty that it was with difficulty these 
things could be spoken of while he was 
still with us, 

Mr. Thomas’s high standing in the 
business world, his prominence and ex- 
perience in parish and diocese and in 
Sunday-school work throughout the 
Church was of inestimable value to the 
missionary cause, in his relations with 
all Church people, as well as in giving 
counsel and advice in matters more di- 
rectly connected with the treasurer’s de- 
partment. His constant thoughtfulness 
for those departing for foreign work, 
for missionaries in the field, and for all 
those associated with him at the Church 


Missions House, was a source of wonder 
and admiration to those of us who were 
more closely connected with him, and so 
came to know of these things which he 
was always so modestly doing. While he 
was constantly giving thought to the 
larger affairs of the Board, no question 
was too small for his patient considera- 
tion if we thought it necessary some- 
times to bring such matters to his at- 
tention. 

While Mr. Thomas lived in Philadel- 
phia and the treasurer’s office is at the 
Church Missions House in New York, 
yet he was in close touch with us, and 
from one to a dozen letters passed be- 
tween us on different subjects daily. He 
was invariably with us on the day of the 
monthly meeting of the Board of Mis- 
sions, and frequently once or twice a 
month besides. Several times on some im- 
portant matter it seemed necessary to be 
in more personal touch with the par- 
ishes, and he willingly undertook the sig- 
nature of four or five thousand cer- 
tificates for the Sunday-school Auxiliary, 
or letters to the rectors. Sometimes 
there was a call for an address at some 


distant point to a group of business — 


men, by a business man, and Mr. 
Thomas was always ready where it was 
anyway possible in justice to other duties 
to fill the appointment, no matter at 
what personal inconvenience to himself. 

His position before the Church, and 
standing among men of affairs, have at- 
tracted many large gifts for some partic- 
ular need in the field, or for investment, 
the income only to be used for definite 
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purposes. Only a month before his death 
I made a trip with him to another city to 
receive a large gift which had been of- 
fered in this way. The securities would 
have been brought to us, but with his 
unfailing courtesy he felt it was due to 
the contributor in this particular case 
that we should go and receive them. 

As treasurer of the Men’s Thank- 
Offering, to which he contributed the 
largest individual sum, Mr. Thomas gave 
unsparingly also of his time during the 
past five years, first in gathering and 
caring for the contributions, and then in 
their distribution. 

As a member of the committee having 
the care and investment of the Trust 
Funds of the Board, Mr. Thomas’s ser- 
vices were most valuable. 

Through his own gifts and the gifts 
of those whom he influenced, the Reserve 
Deposits of the Board, to be temporarily 
used in that part of the year when con- 
tributions are few and then replaced, 


have been increased from $120, 000 to 
$443,000. 

With Mr. John Marston, Mr. Thomas 
originated the Sunday-school Lenten and 
Easter Offering for General Missions, 
and has always been most active in its 
promotion; his own Sunday-school being 
the largest contributor from year to 
year. 

Mr. Thomas’s very large acquaintance 
throughout the Church has brought me 
hundreds of letters expressive of sym- 
pathy and a deep sense of loss, but the 
work at the office at this time is most 
voluminous and exacting, and it will be 
simply impossible to make individual re- 
ply to these messages. So we must ask 
that this be taken as acknowledgment 
and appreciation of the sympathy of all 
our friends. 

May God help us all to be more faith- 
ful and capable in carrying on this work 
that was so dear to the heart of our 
friend who has gone before. 


THE BOARD OF MISSIONS AND ITS 
TREASURER“ 


EETING in this unaccustomed 
place, and without his accus- 
tomed presence, the Board of 
‘Missions, through its commit- 

tee, puts on its records and publishes to 
the Church this expression of intense 
sorrow in the death of George (C. 
Thomas, of its reverent affection for his 
memory, and of grateful recognition to 
God for His good gifts of such a life to 
His Church on earth. 

His inextinguishable zeal, his inde- 
fatigable devotion, his immeasurable 
generosity (because neither of his hands 
knew what the other gave), made him the 
foremost. figure and the foremost factor 
in the work of this Church for the spread 
of Christ’s Gospel and the extension of

Christ’s Kingdom. And this because, 
lavish and liberal as he was in habitual 
giving of money, beside and before all 
this was the larger gift of himself, heart 
and soul, mind and body, time and busi- 
ness training, to this supreme and ab- 
sorbing purpose of his life. 

We who sat so much with him in the 
Board meetings realize how his head and 
his heart were in conflict when questions 
of increased appropriations came up for 
decision; and if his responsibility as the 
Treasurer constrained him to oppose any 
of them, his loving sympathy was quick 
to suggest some way to prevent or to 
temper the refusal. His word was almost 
law in the decisions of such questions, 
and to win over his approval was to se- 
cure success, 

Over and above this official relation to 
the Board we must make faithful men- 
tion of Mr. Thomas’s power of appeal

when so frequently he spoke to great 
gatherings of people, illustrating in him- 
self its urgency, and enforcing the illus- 
tration with the fitness and freshness of 
true and telling eloquence. 

Member and Treasurer of the Board, 
with such unreserved devotion, for years, 
we remember and thank God for just 
himself. He was the personal friend of 
every one of us, and there are thousands 
of Church people throughout the country 
who mourn for him as their friend. It 
is hard to be unselfish in our sorrow, 
hard to remember first the bereavement 
in his home and family; hard to remem- 
ber next the grievous loss to the 
Church and to the Board, because there

is so deep and keen a personal sorrow in 
every one of us. 

He has gone to the higher and closer 
service of the Master to Whom he was so 
faithful here. He has as little need as 
any man of the prayers of those of us 
that remain, but we shall nevertheless 
keep his name in constant commemora- 
tion. Certain it is, however, that we 
sorely need and shall not lack the con- 
stant help of his prayers for the work 
which on earth filled so full the measure 
of his thought and life and love.

A WAR CORRESPONDENT'’S EXPERIENCE 


R. F. A. MACKENZIE, the dis- 
tinguished English war cor- 
respondent, writing of the re- 
cent exhibition of the London 

Missionary Society, said that in his 
judgment the exhibition “should com- 
mand the sympathy, the attendance, and 
aid of the people of London.” “I be- 
lieve this,” he continued, “because in the 
course of my work in distant lands I 
have seen the tangible, practical, and im- 
mediate benefits Christianity is bringing 
to the weaker races. 

“Some travellers are accustomed to 
sneer at missionary converts. Usually 
these are people who have never travelled 
further than treaty ports, and who con- 
sider that a few days’ stay at a semi- 
Europeanized town like Shanghai or 
Yokohama enables them to speak as au- 
thorities on heathen lands forever after. 
Those of us who have penetrated into 
the interior of the great dark continents 
know better. 

“Tet me tell one story. I was with one 
of the Japanese armies in 1904 in its ad- 
vance into Manchuria. Among my ser- 
vants were several native Korean con- 
verts, recommended to me by the mis- 


sionaries at Ping-Yang and Sunchon. 
Early in the spring it was necessary for 
me to communicate with some associates 
at Chefoo, in China. I called one of my 
‘boys’ and told him to set out from An- 
tung and reach the other side. He had 
to cross the Yellow Sea by himself, es- 
cape the mines around Port Arthur, and 
land in China, obtain money for me, and 
return. The ‘boy’ had never been out- 
side his native country before. 

“He disappeared, and for weeks noth- 
ing was heard of him. Then, one day, 
when our army had advanced far up into 
Manchuria, I was riding along, when a 
bronzed, ragged, weary figure ran up to 
my horse, with one cry on his lips, ‘Mas- 
ter, Master!’ My ‘boy’ had come back. 
He took me on one side and showed me 
a heavy package of money in his inner 
dress. He had been delayed. His own 
funds were exhausted. He had starved 
and suffered desperately. Yet it had 
never crossed his mind to give up his 
work or to help himself to my money. 
That was a missionary ‘boy.’ 

“T know too much of what the mis- 
sionaries actually do to have anything 
but a profound respect for their work.”

ARLY in his ministry the Rev. S. R. 


who died in 


Jew Hoyt, ~sir-p., 
Harlan, Ia., May 5th, served in the 
China mission. He began work in 


Wuchang in 1869, two years after the 
opening of what was then a frontier sta- 
tion far in the interior. The Rev. Dr. 
Bunn, who was one of the Church’s 
pioneer medical missionaries, recalls the 
excellent work of Mr, Hoyt among the 
crowds of people in the daily clinic. Mrs. 
Hoyt’s health was unable to stand the 
strain of missionary life. Though re- 
peatedly invalided home she tried again 
and again to return to China. In 1881 
Mr, Hoyt felt obliged to retire from the 
mission permanently. In 1892 he was 
elected Bishop of Shanghai but did not 
accept. The later years of Dr. Hoyt’s 
life were spent in Iowa. He was secre- 
tary of the diocese at the time of his 
death. 

Dr. Hoyt’s father was the frontier mis- 
sionary, the Rev. Melanchthon Hoyt, 
who is said to haye founded fifty 
churches in Indiana and the Dakotas. 
He was known in his day as “the 
Churech’s picket guard.”

In his Easter pastoral the rector of St. Andrew’s 
Church, Jackson, Miss., said to his people: 

HE past year has, I feel, been marked 

by growth in spiritual power and 
enthusiasm to most of us and to the par- 
ish as a whole. St. Andrew’s in the last 
twelve months has taken its place in the 
ranks of the missionary churches. We 
have entertained a missionary council; 
we have heard during a week of excep- 
tional interest the arguments of a great 
missionary apologist; we have for the 
first time in our history paid and ex- 
ceeded the amount apportioned us for 
general missions. It will be impossible 
for St. Andrew’s ever again to return to 
the position of a church self-centred and 
self-satisfied. The only limits to our 
work now are the boundaries of the 
world. To be sure the share we take in 
the missionary enterprise is as yet small 
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NOTES 


in comparison with the share we mean 
to take. But parochialism is with us a 
thing of the past. We are now a part of 
that Kingdom which is destined to sup- 
plant all the kingdoms of earth. 

The Lenten congregations have been 
50 per cent. larger than they were last 
year. They were large then. JI have 
never seen such daily congregations be- 
fore—not even in St. George’s, St. 
Louis, famed for its Lenten work. Here 
again we behold the result of a new 
spirit created within us by our obedience 
to the call of Christ on behalf of the 
millions in far-away lands. Brethren, 
we may thank God, and take courage! 


In a personal letter the rector of St. Andrew’s 
gives some additional particulars: 

Mr. Patton’s work has borne some 
fruit and will bear much more in the 
future. Our Easter offering in the 
church was about $600, half for missions, 
and we have in addition nearly raised 
(by subscription) $1,000 for building a 
mission chapel in the north end for a lit- 
tle community there. It has helped the 
parish, too. At our last vestry meeting 
we voted unanimously to finish St. An- 
drew’s, at a cost of $8,000. We have 
raised our pledge to diocesan missions 
from $130 to $400; and our diocesan as- 


~ sessment has been increased from $385 


to $500. In addition to the above, since 
Easter we have appointed a committee 
to get $600 (most of which is now in 


hand) for the sweeping away of old dust’ 
and cobwebs, which have been from time 


immemorial. We shall therefore soon be 
on an entirely new basis of activity, and 
the Church general will, I am sure, be 
the chief beneficiary of our new life.

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THE ONLY LIBRARY IN THE TANANA 
VALLEY 


VER since St. Matthew’s Church, 
Fairbanks, was built in the sum- 
mer of 1904, it has been used 
during the week as a reading- 

room, open to anybody and everybody 
who wished to make use of its privileges 
as a refuge from the many saloons, 
gambling halls and dance halls. The 
men of Fairbanks have appreciated this 
privilege and have used it abundantly 
and considerately. It has been the hope 
of the Fairbanks staff that in time it 
would be possible to provide a regular 
reading-room and library, and so reserve 
the church building for its special uses. 
A few months ago Mr. George C. 
Thomas gave Bishop Rowe sufficient 
money to erect a social hall and library 
building. It will be ready for use this 
summer. It will house not only a free 
reading-room, but also a free public li- 
brary, the only thing of its kind in the 
entire Tanana Valley. 

During the past five years the Church 
reading-room has been equipped with 
about 1,500 volumes of standard litera- 
ture, given by Archdeacon Stuck from 
his private library when he broke up his 
home in Dallas and set his face toward 
the North. Other friends have sent in 
books occasionally. Branches of the 
Church Periodical Club and others have 
kept the reading-room constantly sup- 
plied with magazines. 

It is important that with enlarged 
quarters and the consequent ability to 
serve a large number of people, the read- 
ing-room and library should be still bet- 
ter equipped, with books especially. No 
doubt many people in the States will be 
glad to send to Fairbanks two or three 
books that they have found useful but 
with which they are willing to part. 
Fiction, history, technical books, books 
of reference—in fact almost any and 
every kind of book that would be useful 
in a town of 10,000 people in the United 
States—will be welcomed and be useful 
in Fairbanks. 

It is important that the books should 


be mailed this summer in order that they 
may get through while navigation is 
open. Third-class matter can rarely, if 
ever, be carried over the winter trails. 
Everything should be sent by mail, noth- 
ing by freight or express. The proper

The Rey. Henry A. McNulty, who joined the 
Shanghai Mission, sends this snapshot of his: 
introduction to his new post: 


ARRIVED in Shanghai on Wednes- 
day, March 24th, and spent that 
night with the bishop. On Thursday, 
March 25th, I came here to Soochow, 
where, much to my delight, the bishop 
has stationed me. So Mr. Standring 
and I are keeping house together, and 
both as happy as can be. I am simply 
delighted with it all. I had no idea that 
a Chinese city could be so impossible. 
Mr. Wilson and I took a donkey-ride to 
see some people a day or so ago, and I 
nearly fell off the slippery beast laugh- 
ing at the comical appearance we made;

It is all intensely 
interesting, but I feel hopelessly out of 
it all, as my dialect is a different one 
from that which the best families speak 
in Soochow.

THE CONFERENCE OF THE ANGLICAN 


GOMMUNION 


IN CHINA 


March 27th to April 4th, 1909 


BY THE REVEREND GOUVERNEUR FRANK MOSHER 


HE Conference of the Anglican 
Communion in China which 
has just met traces its begin- 
nings back to the year 1897 

when five bishops, with invited presby- 
ters, from China and Korea, met: in 
Shanghai to take “into consideration 
various questions affecting the welfare 
of God’s people, and the condition of the 
Church in these lands.” It was felt even 
then that this was the beginning of a 
larger movement that was sure to follow 
in the not distant future. The last con- 
ference is witness to the fact that this 
was so. Two similar conferences were 
held in 1899 and 1903, and in 1907 for 
the first time the clergy, through two 
elected representatives from each dio- 
cese, met with the bishops as members of 
the conference. The growth of the 
Church in China is shown by the fact 
that there are now just double the num- 
ber of dioceses that met twelve years ago 
—Korea no longer casting in her lot with 
the Church in China—and by the pres- 
ence of the Rev, W. C. White, who is 
starting immediately for Canada, where 
he is to receive consecration as Bishop 
of Honan, a new see to be established by 
the Canadian Church in response to the 
appeal of the conference of 1907. Bish- 
op White will be the first foreign mis- 
sionary bishop to be sent out by any 
colony of England. That the growth of 
the Church in China has not yet stopped 
was made clear, too, by the resolution 
requesting the Archbishop of Canterbury 
to take steps for the erection of a new 
diocese in the province of Kuangsi and 
that part of Hunan which lies within the 
jurisdiction of the English Church, as 
well as by the appeal that was made by 


the Chinese delegates for more mission- 
aries from America and England. 

The attendance exceeded all expecta- 
tion. Hach diocese had been asked to 
send, in addition to its bishop, two 
foreign and two Chinese clergy, and two 
Chinese laymen, There was an attend- 
ance of fifty-one out of a possible fifty- 
five: Eight bishops, fifteen foreign 
clergy, thirteen Chinese clergy and fif- 
teen Chinese laymen. Thus the confer- 
ence was composed of twenty-three for- 
eigners and twenty-eight Chinese. 

All meetings were held at St. John’s 
University. The Holy Communion was 
celebrated daily at 7:45, and Evening 
Prayer was said at 5:30. Sessions were 
held from 9:30 to 12, when all attended 


‘missionary intercessions in the pro-ca- 


thedral, and from 2 to 4:30, The con- 
ference organized on March 27th, elect- 
ing Bishop Scott, of North China, presi- 
dent; the Revs. F. L, Norris and W..S. 
Moule, secretaries, and the Rev. P. N. 
Tsu and Mr. T. L. T’s’en, Chinese secre- 
taries. Three days later Bishop Scott 
asked that a vice-president might be 
elected, to preside half of each day, and 
Bishop Cassels was chosen. 

From the first, great difficulty was 
found in the confusion of many dialects. 
The last conference had decided that the 
language in this one should be English, 
and each diocese responsible for its own 
interpretation. In practice this was 
found to be only partially satisfactory. 
After various expedients had been tried 
in the first two days it was found that a 
delegate speaking Hankow Mandarin 
could be understood by all the Chinese 
except those from Fukien and Victoria; 
accordingly Mr. T. L. Ts’en, a teacher 
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in Boone College, was installed in a seat 
near the president, and much of the 
smoothness of future proceedings was 
due to the really remarkable facility with 
which he summarized for the Chinese 


Fukien and Victoria into their respec- 
tive dialects, "Whenever a Chinese dele- 
gate from either of these two dioceses 
addressed the conference it was neces- 
sary for one of his confréres to translate

all resolutions and speeches, But a con- 
stant buzz in the rear of the room signi- 
fied that separate translation was being 
done by the foreign delegates from 


into English, and then for Mr. Ts’en to 
translate the English into Mandarin. 
Every night the English minutes, as soon 
as ready, were translated by the two

Chinese secretaries, and posted. Thus 
the Chinese were enabled to vote for the 
passing of the minutes when read the 
following morning; and the active part 
they took in the debates, throughout the 
conference, showed that they were fully 
cognizant of all that was being done. 

The business of the conference was 
centred in the reports of the eleven com- 
mittees appointed in 1907, and of these 
the most important was, of course, that 
of the “Committee on Organization of a 
Synod,” which was presented and carried 
through by Bishop Graves as chairman. 
A preamble, constitution and canons had 
been printed in both English and 
Chinese, the former being the official re- 
port and the latter intended merely as 
a basis of discussion for the Chinese 
delegates. Though circulated several 
weeks before the conference, yet commun- 
ication is so difficult in China that some 
delegates had not seen copies until their 
arrival in Shanghai. For three days the 
debate on organization waxed eager and 
strong—in English and several dialects 
of Chinese—but always so entirely free 
from all bitterness as to give assurance 
that prayers which had been made for the 
presence of the Holy Spirit were being 
answered, 

The most important section was felt 
by all to be the preamble, in which was 
stated acceptance of the Scriptures as the 
ultimate standard of faith; a profession 
of the Faith as summed up in the Nicene 
and Apostles’ Creeds, the doctrine, sacra- 
ments and discipline of Christ, and the 
Commandments of God, and the mainte- 
nance of the three orders of the ministry. 
That the committee in preparing this 
preamble had stated all the essentials 
and nothing more than the essentials is 
clear from the fact that all the changes 
made in process of debate were changes 
in order or phraseology only, and that 
nothing. was added or deleted in the final 
draft. The term “Holy Catholic 


Church” to many seemed to suggest that. 


a part was claiming for itself the name 
of the whole, and its Chinese translation 
Seng Kung Hwei—tbe name that for 
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many years has been used by the two 
American dioceses—it was thought by 
some is not an equivalent. 

Space will not permit a full account 
of this debate, and anything less than 
this could not be made intelligible. It 
was finally decided that the Chinese 
name should be used throughout, trans- 
literated into English letters as is done 
in the Chureh in Japan; Chong Hua 
Seng Kung Hwet. “Chong Hua’ is 
China; whether “Seng Kung Hwev” 
means “Church” or “Holy Catholic 
Chureh” must be decided by the next 
conference, 

The preamble, constitution and canons 
as finally adopted are to be translated in- 
to Chinese by a committee, transmitted 
to the several diocesan synods for de- 
liberation, and at the next conference 
this Chinese translation is to be dis- 
cussed. If finally adopted then, it is not 
unlikely that the conference will dissolve 
and the first general synod of the 
Church in China be immediately con- 
vened. In the meantime the English 
form already adopted is to be sent to the 
home churches for consideration, and, it 
is hoped, approval. 

With a single exception—and that by 
reason of absences in England last year 
—each of the committees to report 
showed that a really great amount of 
work had been done, and a forward step 
taken. Yet in no case was it possible to 
look upon the report as final, and-each 
committee was continued. It was shown 
that all existing hymnals had been care- 
fully compared, and though there was 
strong opposition to any such adoption 
of a hymnal for common use as would 
tend to stop the production of new hymns 
—especially by the Chinese—it was 
found possible to°~arrange that there 
should be compendiums made that would 
not do this. 

The “Committee on Special Services” 
had collected all extra Prayer Book ser- 
vices in use and compared them; they are 
now to draw up forms for common use 


and to prepare new services for certain 


other occasions,

A draft report in the form of a book 
containing Morning and Evening 
Prayers and the Litany in Mandarin was 
presented by the “Committee on Manda- 
tin Prayer Book,” and the committee 
was instructed to go on with its work. 

For the Church newspaper, the Rev. 
John W. Nichols, who has been the 
editor, could show the sixteenth number, 
and with support guaranteed and the 
help of a Chinese writer provided, the 
paper was carried beyond the experi- 
mental stage. 

The “Church Literature Committee” 
presented an admirable report in a con- 
venient form. List I. gives a complete 
catalogue of books and tracts by Church 
authors—the Bible and commentaries, 
biblieal subjects, prayer books, history, 
theology, hymnals and calendars. List 
Il. records 104 books and tracts by other 
authors, with notes to show whether 
recommended for use by one, or two or 
all three members of the committee. 
Titles are given in both Chinese and 
English, and the authors’ names, num- 
ber of pages, publishers and the price. 

The “Committee on Unity” reported 
several meetings held with representa- 
tives of other Christian bodies. It is 
_much to be regretted that there was not 

time for the conference to give at least 
one full session to this subject. 

The “Committee on Local Adaptation” 
was continued for the purpose of investi- 
gating Chinese customs at marriage and 
burial with a view to possible adaptation 
in the Church to meet more fully the 
needs of the Chinese, 

On Sunday, March 28th, the confer- 
ence attended the Holy Communion at 
Holy Trinity, Shanghai, when Bishop 
Molony preached. On Sunday, April 
4th, four bishops, twenty-five clergy and 
fifteen laymen attended Morning Prayer 
at St. John’s, the preacher being the Rev. 
Hu Lan-ding, of Wuchang, who had been 
elected to that office by the Chinese dele- 
gates. 

Two missionary meetings were held. 
On the evening of April 3d, at the 
Martyrs Memorial Hall, two Chinese 
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(one from Canton and one from Hang- 
chow in Chekiang) and two foreigners 
(one from Peking and one from Han- 
kow) made addresses in Chinese. The 
second meeting was held in Holy Trin- 
ity on the evening of April 4th, when 
three of the bishops spoke in English. 
For the next conference power has been 
given to the standing committee to ar- 
range for two such meetings in advance, 
and doubtless they will become a regular 
feature of these conferences. 

An invitation to hold the next confer- 
ence in Hankow was accepted, but a vote 
to reconsider was carried, and when it 
was pointed out how very great an in- 
crease in time and expense it would en- 
tail, Shanghai was determined upon as 
the place of meeting in April, 1912. This 
discussion, though, showed that the com- 
pletion of the Canton-Hankow railway 
will be a warning to the Diocese of 
Shanghai that she will have to peut for 
her privileges as host. 

A motion for proportional soeeonta: 
tion was defeated, and each diocese will 
be represented in the next conference by 
its bishop, two foreign and _ two 
Chinese clergy, and four laymen. 

The Chinese delegates presented a let- 
ter of thanks to the Churches in England 
and America for what they have done in 
the past, and appealed for a continuance 
of that help by the sending of more mis- 
sionaries. Apart from this the confer- 
ence as a whole has appointed a com- 
mittee to draw up an appeal for an ad- 
vance sufficient to meet present oppor- 
tunities, and to send this appeal from the 
conference to the home churches.. 

One of the last acts of the conference 
was a presentation to Bishop Graves from 
the visiting delegates of a sum of money, 
with the request that he would use it to 
provide for the pro-cathedral such a 
bishop’s chair as he may wish to have. 

On all sides where any expression of 
opinion has been heard that opinion has 
been one of satisfaction that mission- 
aries from America, England and 
Canada could meet with Chinese from — 
Peking and Shantung in the far north, 


lef 
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Szechuen in the far west (over a 
month’s journey from Shanghai), 


Chekiang, Fukien and Hongkong in the 
far south, and Shanghai and Hankow in 
the Yang-tse Valley—scarcely any of the 
Chinese having ever known one another 


before, and all of them having been 
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deliberative assembly and showed their 
understanding of the issues involved. 
The present indications are that there 
can be little doubt that in 1912 the first 
synod will be definitely formed, Thus 
will be organized the first synod of any 
Christian Church that will represent the

trained in different schools of thought— 
and, in spite of the very real obstacle of 
being unable to talk together except un- 
der great difficulties, accomplish so much 
work in almost entire unanimity. It was 
gratifying, too, to note the very remark- 
able readiness with which the Chinese 
delegates took their place as equals in a 


entire Empire of China. This issue has 
not been forced. The steps taken could 
not, under existing conditions, have been 
longer postponed. It cannot, then, be an 
exaggeration to say that this compulsory 
lengthening of the cords is a real call to 
the mother Churches to see that the 
stakes are strengthened.

SOME IMPRESSIONS OF THE SHANGHAI 
CONFERENCE

GREAT gathering of men al- 

ways gives one a sense of power 

—the power of the mass. 

Whether there be or be not abil- 
ity or purpose or unity in the crowd one 
always feels the thrill of what might 
come to pass should a common purpose, 
by any chance, take hold of it. 

With a small body the sense is differ- 
ent—one is not impressed with its might, 
rather with its feebleness. Such a sense 
is increased if one knows that the gather- 
ing has before it a hard task and is made 
up of men of diverse races, temperaments 
and opinions, Yet those who attended 
the sessions of the 1909 Conference of 
the Anglican Communion in China have 
seen power entirely unrelated to numbers 
manifested in a small gathering, and 
cutting directly across the ordinary rules 
for the formation of an efficient gather- 
ing of human beings. — 

This conference has a just claim to 
rank very high among the many remark- 
able assemblies that the Christian 
Church of our time is producing. In 
composition and aim it was unique, in

method and spirit and accomplishment 
a lasting lesson to any one privileged to 
attend its sessions. 

Twenty-eight Chinese, eighteen Brit- 
ish and six Americans met together on 
equal terms to consider the organizing 
of a Chinese branch of the Catholic - 
Church. Representatives of the most 
conservative people and the most ener- 
getic nation of the West met with mem- 
bers of the greatest people of the Far 
East, a people now wavering between a 
great, ancient self-sufficiency and a new, 
unreckoning ambition; men of an an- 
cient Christian race schooled in the best 
historic tradition, men of a modern 
Christian people schooled rather in the 
calculation of present possibility, met to- 
gether with men of a heathen nation that 
have just entered on the Christian 
course. ’ 

Attendance on the sessions of the 
gathering made one reminiscent of 
Pentecost with its gathering together of 
men of every tongue, and mindful also 
of the never ceasing Pentecost of the 
Holy Spirit, Who in this gathering

brought together men of far greater dif- 
ference of locality and race than met at 
the first Whitsun-tide in Jerusalem, 

The aim of this Shanghai gathering is 
also one of its fair grounds of claim to 
distinetion—the organization of a Chi- 
nese Catholic Church—a Church in full 
communion with all Anglican branches 
of the Church throughout the world and, 
we must hope and pray, in time, with 
the whole of the one Church of Christ 
on earth, The conference was almost awe- 
inspiring for the clearer vision it 
brought of the fulness of plain old-time 
meaning of the word “catholie?— 
“world-wide.” Perhaps I do injustice to 
the aim of the generality of Protestant 
missionaries in China, but one feels their 
idea is too often only to establish a 
Chinese Christian Church regardless of 
any connection with the rest of Christ’s 
people on earth. The aim is high and 
noble and true, only it is insufficient. It 
is a church for China, not China for 
the Catholic Church. But in this con- 
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ference there was no such incomplete 
ideal. The Anglican missions in China 
have a wider hope, a better aim. As in 
our homelands we stand holding out our 
hands ready to draw together in time 
Protestant and Romanist and Greek, so 
in China the conference for organizing 
the Chinese Church has aimed for a 
church not only to unite all Chinese into 
one, but to draw East and West, Mongol 
and Aryan, into one communion and fel- 
lowship in the visible, as well as mysti- 
eal, body of Christ our Lord. 

The method of the conference was a 
lasting lesson to any one who attended 
its sessions. The fifty odd bishops, clergy 
and laity who composed its membership 
were not by any means of one tempera- 
ment, training or speech. Perhaps that 
is a truism—Chinese and Westerners are 
obviously not of one temperament, but 
more than this, there were the strongly 
marked, deeply grounded differences of 
English Churchmanship, the wide varia- 
tions of English and American Church 
organization; the subject under discus- 
sion and a great deal of the necessary 
terminology were new to the Chinese, 
and so far from their having a com- 
mon speech, there were always at least 
ten, often twenty and sometimes as many 
as forty of the gathering who could not 
understand what was being said and for 
whom interpretation had to be made. 

Yet with all this, almost unanimous 
agreement was reached on every sentence 
of the preamble, constitution and canons 
which the conference adopted provision- 
ally till they can receive the assent of 
the diocesan synods in China and the 
approval of the Church in England and 
America, Questions of doctrine, policy 
and intention, on which at first great 
variance was developed, were alike re- 
solved one after the other to general 
satisfaction. The lesson of the confer- 
ence les in the threefold method by 
which this was brought about. 

First, and the most impressive because 
most far-reaching, was the supreme re- 
gard for facts and facts alone as the 
final ground for any statements of doc- 
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trine, policy or intention, It was here 
the conference touched its highest level 
and this not once or twice. It was be- 
cause the conference with one mind re- 
garded facts, historic or present, as the 
only possible ground for affirmation that 
out of diverse opinions came united deci- 
sions, and Churchmen of extreme poles 
found themselves with surprise camping 
on each other’s ground. I cannot over- 
state the impression this made on my 
mind. It is not facts but theories and 
hazy phraseology that divide the Church, 
If the Anglican Communion could fol- 
low the example of the conference of her 
missions in China her power for unity, 
which seems so often paralyzed, would 
become a living reality. 

The second factor in the success of the 
conference was moderation of speech. 
There was not a bitter or discourteous 
word spoken in the whole ten trying 
days. “The Holy Ghost presided in the 
council.” 

The third was willingness to hear 
every man’s view. ‘The desire was con- 
stantly expressed that the vote should not 
be taken until more views had been ex- 
pressed, especially by the Chinese. This, 
with the interpreting involved, length- 
ened the conference by two or three 
days, but its educative value and its con- 
tribution to harmony were inestimable. 

For supreme love of facts and sacrifice 
of opinion and theory, for courtesy and 
for open-mindedness the Anglican Con- 
ference at Shanghai deserves a_ high 
rank. 

Of the spirit of the conference I have 
in a way already spoken, but let me add 
a word. We look upon the Spirit of 
Christ as it concerns ourselves, usually 
as an ideal, a disembodied thing, to be 
striven after but perhaps never realized 
or seen. Certainly the whole Spirit of 
Christ is never seen in any man. But 
the Power of Our Lord to make His own 
character a real thing on earth in the 
persons of His people was vividly proven 
in this conference. The courtesy, humil- 
ity, forgetfulness of self and love of 
truth of the Son of Man was embodied in

this conference; not as He embodied it, 
but certainly so really that the resem- 
blance was striking and ought to be re- 
ported as a testimony to Him. The real- 
ity of the indwelling of Christ tends to 
become an unbelieved thing even in the 
Christian Church. When one sees the 
proof of it the light ought not to be hid- 
den under a bushel. 
Lastly, one or two incidental points: 
The conference made one vacillate 
strangely between a sense of the great- 
ness and the littleness of what the Angli- 
can Communion is doing in China. One 
cannot take time to state, perhaps one 
could not formulate, all the reasons for 
this, but both the feelings were vivid 
and founded, I think, on truth. We are 
doing a great work, laying foundations 
for a great house; we are covering China 
with our dioceses. The aim is good and 
on- a small map our progress looks 
marvellous, But when one expands the 
map to the size of real China, looks at 
the scattered cities we occupy and com- 
pares our tens of workers with the mil- 
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lions in all levels of society yet absolute- 
ly untouched, then one marvels again, 
not at any success, but at the presump- 
tion that maps out dioceses and speaks 
of a Chinese Church springing from 
Anglican sources. 
The last impressions of the conference 
T would speak of connect themselves with 
the Chinese delegates. Their position 
was not an easy one. Of course, the 
main subject of the conference was of 
the utmost concern to them. The organ- 
ization of the Chinese Church is ulti- 
mately an affair of the Chinese only, and 
naturally they are very sensitive on this 
point, in these days when the cry of 
“China’s rights” resounds on every side. 
Yet the subject was perforce at this 
first meeting very much out of their 
hands. Parliamentary proceeding was 
entirely new to many of them, Consti- 
tutions and constitutional ideas are 
about as well understood in China as the 
science of air sailing is among us of the 
West, and, withal, that the proposed 
form was in their hands in Chinese, the 
best possible interpretation of speeches 
given throughout and time often special- 
ly set apart for them to express their 
views, they were nevertheless handi- 
capped. They deserve then so much the 
more credit for the patience, wisdom and 
acumen they showed in debate and in 
vote. Their patience I have already in- 
dicated. Perhaps I may add that the im- 
pression of the whole debate confirmed 
what some of them said in speaking, that 
they believed thoroughly that their for- 
eign associates were laboring with a 
single eye to the welfare of the Chinese 
Church. I believe their patience was in 
great measure founded on their belief. 
They were wonderfully acute in grasp- 
ing the main point at issue in what was 
sometimes a rather involved debate, and 
when grasped they were not slow to 
form an opinion on Chinese grounds 
of decision, Their leisure hours were ta- 
ken up with a kind of Chinese sub-con- 
ference on the day’s work in their com- 
mon room. It was their unanimity, 
which was arrived at I believe at one 
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of these informal evening sessions of 
theirs, that finally decided the knotty 
question of the name of the Church, and 
this not as against the foreigners, for 
the name was passed all but unanimous- 
ly, the Chinese front convincing several 
of the wavering English. The Chinese 
are in earnest about their Church and I 
think will not go astray on large mat- 
ters. They may if we give them too 
many minutie. 

On the other hand, I think the confer- 
ence showed a need for longer, fuller 
and more laborious training of the Chi- 
nese clergy. They are not as a body 
fitted for the work that is coming on 
them. I mean the work of converting a 
foreign mission into a Church caring for 
itself. I am not faulting the present at- 
tainments of the clergy nor their in- 
sufficiency for the present work, but we 
must give them broader foundations if 
they are to carry the weight of this 
larger house. Jf the conference has 
given us an inspiration and a message of 
hope for the home Churches, it has also 
pointed us a plain pathway which we 
must tread and has sounded a eall which 
must be heard. The training of the 
clergy needs our best immediately, a 
larger best than we have yet aspired to 
or been content with.

TWENTY YEARS IN NEW MEXICO 
AND ARIZONA

drick, of New Mexico and 

Arizona, was celebrated by the 
Missionary District of Arizona in Trin- 
ity Church, Pheonix, on Wednesday, 
April 21st. At 10 a.m. there was a cele- 
bration of the Holy Communion. The 
bishop preached an historical sermon, in 
which he reviewed the history of the 
Church in Arizona from the beginning. 
At one o’clock a luncheon was given 
in honor of Bishop Kendrick in Trinity 
parish house, attended by the members of 
the convocation and other invited guests. 
Archdeacon Atwood presided and called 
attention to the letters of regret and con- 
gratulation that had been received from 
Bishops Tuttle, Greer, Peterkin, Nichols, 
Whitaker and Vincent; the Rev. Drs. 
Eccleston, Stanger, Endicott Peabody, 
who built the first church in Arizona; 


HE twentieth anniversary of the 
consecration of Bishop Ken- 


the Rey. E. A. Penick, formerly rector 
of Trinity Church, Phenix; Mr, George 
C. Thomas, of Philadelphia, and Judge 
Granger, of Ohio. Speeches were made 
at the luncheon by Governor Kibbey, 
Chief Justice Kent, the Rev. George 
Selby, of Yuma, who spoke for the 
clergy, and Judge Parke, of Prescott, 
who spoke for the laity. All these ad- 
dresses voiced the deep appreciation not 
only of the Church people of Arizona 
for their bishop, but also of the citizens 
of the territory. Bishop Kendrick re- 
sponded at the close of the luncheon in a 
short address. A purse of $800 was 
given to him as a slight expression of the 
affection and honor in which he is held. 

In the evening a large reception was 
given at the house of the Rev. J. W. At- 
wood, rector of Trinity Church, in honor 
of the bishop and Mrs. Kendrick. This 
was largely attended not only by. the 
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Church people but by the citizens of 
Phenix, <A letter of cordial recognition 
and fraternal spirit was received from 
the head of the Roman Catholic Church 
in Pheenix, who was unable to be present 
on account of other engagements, and 
also a telegram from the Board of Mis- 
sions, holding its regular monthly meet- 
ing in New York, signed by its Secre- 
tary, Dr. Lloyd. 

Born in Ohio, Bishop Kendrick was 
educated at Marietta College and at the 
theological school in Gambier, where he 
was contemporary with Bishop Greer, of 
New York, and other clergymen of the 
Church who later reached distinction 
along various lines. Previous to this he 
had studied law and had been admitted 
to the bar, While still a student at 


Gambier, he felt the strong impulse that 


carried the president of that college and 
many of its students into the Civil War. 
He served on the staff of General Nelson. 

After the war was over he completed 
his studies and was ordained to the diac- 
onate. He served the Church in 
Kansas, and later in Ohio, as assistant 
minister of Trinity Church, Columbus, 
as rector of various churches in South- 
ern Ohio, and general missionary of the 
diocese. His whole life, work and spirit 
had fitted him for one of the most diffi- 
cult and apparently hopeless of the mis- 
sionary fields of the Church—that of 
Arizona and New Mexico, to which was 
later added a part of Texas—by far the 
largest missionary jurisdiction in the 
United States, save Alaska. The bishop 
has sometimes said, with characteristic 
modesty, that the House of Bishops 
would never have elected him if there 
had been any one else to go out into that 
country. 

He was consecrated in Trinity Church, 
Columbus, O., January 18th, 1889, and 
immediately went to his new field, where 
he found only two clergymen and in 
Arizona only one church building. 

A man of scholarly tastes, Bishop 
Kendrick has always been a reader of 
books, Possessing a remarkable consti- 
tution, he has been able to carry on his 
work persistently and faithfully, appar- 
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ently never needing a vacation. He rare- 
ly takes a Pullman sleeper as he goes 
about his jurisdiction, as he can sleep 
comfortably in an ordinary car sitting 
upright, and does not mind whatever 
sleeping quarters are provided for him 
any more than he minds the food that is 
offered in queer out-of-the-way places. 
His military training, and in fact the 
whole experience of his life, has fitted 
him for a life of hardship. The bishop 
once said to one of his clergy: “We do 
not have to endure any hardships in 
Arizona. There are only certain incon- 
veniences we have to put up with.” 

This story is told of one of the bishop’s 
early visits to Phenix. There was no 
bridge across the Gila River, and as the 
mail carrier was fording the stream with 
his horse he told the bishop he had better 
jump. The carrier seized the mail bags, 
the horse was left to his fate, while the 
bishop with two heavy grips in each hand 
jumped into the rushing, turbulent water 
as high as his neck. Fortunately, the 
heavy grips enabled him to keep his bal- 
ance while he walked to the further 
bank. He laid the episcopal robes out 
on a rock to dry in the hot sun and after 
a little walk discovered a ranchman who 
drove him to Pheenix in time to hold 
service. 

The modesty of the man has been ex- 
celled only by his faithfulness. He is a 
capital business man, answering every 
letter he receives, and carefully adminis- 
tering the funds committed to his charge. 
Firm in the opinions he holds, he never 
allows his prejudices to interfere with 
his principles, He has great capacity for 
work and a saving sense of humor that 
enables him to pass easily over the rough 
places. He is a fair and just man and he 
has always had the loyalty and affection 
of his clergy and his people, because they 
have always been sure of his sympathy 
and ardent desire to serve them. A man 
once said of him: “TI like your bishop, for 
he talks little, but he does much.” The 
simplicity and the democratic spirit of 
the man are only equalled by his gen- 
erosity. 


Such a man is the bishop whose twenty 
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years of devoted work in a remote mis- 
sionary field almost unknown to the 
Church at large has been quietly and 
efficiently done. Without speaking of 
the important work accomplished in New 
Mexico and that part of Texas west of 
the Pecos Valley, Bishop Kendrick has 
seen churches and missions planted in 
all the important towns and cities of 
Arizona and two hospitals established, 
that at Fort Defiance ministering to the 
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Navajo Indians in northern Arizona and 
that of St. Luke’s Home caring for poor 
consumptives in Phenix. Jn the found- 
ing of new mining towns and agricul- 
tural centres, the latter the outcome of 
the great work of irrigation undertaken 
by the United States Government, Bish- 
op Kendrick, alert and active as ever, is 
recognizing and seizing hold of the op- 
portunities to lay firm and deep the 
foundations of the Church in Arizona. 


HONOLULU NOTES 


ISHOP RESTARICK has _re- 
ceived a gift of $5,000 for the 
endowment of St. Andrew’s 
Priory from a Honolulu _lay- 

man, a son of one of the old Congrega- 
tional missionaries. This is the second 
gift of this nature from missionary 
families during the year. Steady prog- 
ress is being made upon the new build- 
ing for the Priory, though the bishop 
lacks about $19,000 of the $53,000 needed 
to complete it.

HE united service of the Honolulu 
Sunday-schools, generally held on 
Easter Day, was postponed this year un- 
til April 18th in order that Miss Emery 
might have the privilege of attending it 
and seeing a sight that everybody agrees 
is unique and inspiring. The cathedral 
was crowded for the service. The chil- 
dren marched in procession around the 
church and the offering was $461 from 
the eight schools, just $100 more than 
the gifts from all the schools in the 
islands last year, When the schools out- 
side of Honolulu report, it is probable 
that the offering will be nearly $600, or 
an increase of 63 per cent. as compared 
with Easter, 1908. 
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HE Palm Sunday offering at St. 
Andrew’s Cathedral began a fund 

for the erection of an episcopal resi- 
dence, Bishop Restarick, ever since he 


went to Honolulu in 1902, has been 
obliged to live in a rented house. The 
offering reached the fine total of $2,200.

N April 18th, Miss Emery, who arrived 

in Honolulu two days before, had a 

busy Sunday. At seven o’clock there was 

a corporate celebration of the Holy Com- 

munion in the cathedral, for the Wom- 

an’s Auxiliary. Sixty-six communicants 

were present, including white people, 

Hawaiians, Chinese, Japanese and 

Koreans. This is Bishop Restarick’s ac- 
count of the rest of the day: 

“At 9:30 Miss Emery dropped into the 
Hawaiian service. At 10 a.m. she went 
to St, Peter’s Church Sunday-school and 
spoke to them. At eleven we attended 
service at St. Peter’s; then to the Jap- 
anese mission, where eighteen of our boys 
and two women had met for prayer, not 
a service. We went to the cathedral for 
the service in English. At 3 p.m. our 
eight Sunday-schools in Honolulu met. 
In the evening Miss Emery went to St. 
Elizabeth’s. One side of the church was 
packed with men, Chinese, except for 
sixteen Koreans, who met her after the 
service. I then drove her to Holy Trin- 
ity ‘Mission just in time to hear the last 
of the catechist’s address, and then to the 
mission hall, where she addressed the 


fifty-two men and six women present.

T. PAUL’S COLLEGE, Middle 
School, recently closed the most 
successful year in its history. 

Its students number 540; and 
there were eighty-seven graduates. Two 
of the class, one of them a nephew of Mr. 
Ishu, of the Oji Orphanage, made rather 
a record. During the five years they 
have never missed a day, Indeed dur- 
ing the five years they have neither of 
them ever been absent from one single 
recitation or school meeting. During 
five years they have never been a minute 
late. And if ever they have given a 
minute’s trouble to any teacher, that 
teacher has failed to make mention of it. 
They both graduated well up in the class. 
When they came forward to receive their 
prizes, they received, also, justly earned 


applause. 
The bacealaureate sermon was 
preached in Trinity Cathedral. It was 


an earnest appeal to the graduates to be 
to their country the lights which the 
Christian opportunities they have re- 
ceived make possible. The strict atten- 
tion and the serious expression on the 
young faces showed that the eloquent 
words of the preacher had sunk into 
their hearts; and after the final hymn, as 
we crossed the street to the school, I no- 
ticed that the boys were unusually quiet 
—they had been brought face to face 
with heavenly things, and made to think. 

The graduation exercises were this 
year of exceptional interest. The chief 
speaker was the American ambassador, 
Mr. O’Brien. He has won, to a marked 
degree, the confidence and esteem of the 
Japanese, and the trust and affection of 
his nationals. We had looked forward to 
hearing him and were by no means dis- 
appointed. His address was full of 
sound advice and helpful suggestion. He 
dwelt on the importance of Christian 
education, and declared emphatically for 


missions, which he maintained were 
rightly carried on in obedience to the 
“divine command to go and teach.” Dr. 
Motoda has requested Ambassador 
O’Brien for a copy of his speech, that he

HAVE just returned from Guadala- 
jara, where I visited both the native 
and English-speaking congregations, 
holding seven services and preaching 

four times. I found the native mission 
of Santa Maria, which is being cared 
for by the Rev. Henry O. Mayer, with 
the assistance of Mr. Daniel Arce, a 
native lector and candidate for Holy Or- 
ders, established in an upper room near 
the great Roman cathedral. The little 
chapel is very churchly in its appoint- 
ments, and the congregation, composed 
of a few families of the upper class, is 
very devout. JI confirmed ten persons 
here, all excepting -one being adults. 
This is certainly a good beginning. The 
greatest need is for literature in Span- 
ish that will set forth the position of the 
Church. In fact this is our crying need 
throughout the native field. 

The Rey. Allan L. Burleson, in charge 
of the English-speaking work, is win- 
ning the confidence of the people, and 
assuring them that the Church has come 
to stay. I found the auditorium of the 
American school, where the congregation 
meets on Sunday mornings, comfortably 
filled, the great majority being women. 
The service was hearty, and the musical 
part very well rendered. I confirmed 
here a class of six. Owing to a want of 
lights in the American school building, 
night services are held in a private 
house. 

Our fourth annual convocation, just 
closed, has filled three busy days with 
helpful inspiration. 

Speaking of the work in general, as I 
have found it in the field and as it has 
been reflected in our convocational re- 
ports and projected plans, I must say 
that the conditions have never before 
looked quite so encouraging and promis- 
ing as they do to-day. All of the more 
important vacancies in the field have 
been not only filled, but filled with men

who give promise of staying with the 
work. Our native congregations are 
showing by increased offerings for dis- 
trict missions both the ability and the 
desire to help bear the common burden. 
Greater interest is being taken by the 
native congregations in Sunday-school 
work; and this emphasizes our need of 
teaching material in the vernacular. 
The .demand for mission day-schools is 
increasing, and the people are offering to 
help support them. Marked improve- 
ments have been made in the furnish- 
ing and adornment of our native 
churches; and this is being encouraged 
by our district branch of the Woman’s 
Auxiliary, which is pursuing a plan of 
co-operation with the several missions in 
providing proper chancel equipments 
and clerical vestments. 

The work at San Pedro Church, Mex- 
ico City, one of the oldest and most im- 
portant of our native churches, is being 
quickened under the influence of Dea- 
econess Affleck, whose projected plans for 
organized work among the women and 
children of this most squalid portion of 
the city give promise of a _ splendid 
campaign. 
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THE CONVOCATION OF THE 
DISTRICT OF MEXICO 


HE Third Annual Convocation of 
the District of Mexico met in 
Christ Church, Mexico City, April 
14th to 17th. About thirty clergy 
and lay delegates were in atten- 
dance. Bishop Aves in his address 
dwelt at length on the observance of the 
Lord’s Day, which is so widely dis- 
regarded by American residents of the 
republic. The most important matters 
acted upon were: The vesting of the 
titles of Church property in the Board

of Missions: Requesting the bishop to 
exercise his canonical authority to place 
the words, “The Mexican (Oatholic 
Church” upon the title-page of the 
Prayer Book, with other permissible 
changes: Adopting a memorial to the 
General Convention requesting a revi- 
sion of the present unsatisfactory 
Spanish Prayer Book. The Rev. H. C. 
Mayer was elected secretary and the Rey. 
F. Orihuela associate secretary. All the 
district funds showed a balance in the 
treasury. 
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A FIRST SUNDAY ON THE 
ISTHMUS OF TEHUAN- 
TEPEC 


The Rev. A. H. Mellen, who was recently 
appointed to the Mexican mission, writes: 

ARRIVED at Rincon Antonio on 

April 28th. The English and 
American people living here, employees 
of the National Tehuantepec Rail- 
way, have given me a most cordial 
reception, and many came to service 
on Sunday both morning and evening. 
The first to arrive for the evening ser- 
vice, however, was a Mexican with his 
wife and three children. They knew no 
word of English, but had been to a mis- 
sion of the Methodists in a town far 
away, and asked very earnestly if there 
would be worship in Spanish for them 
and for their neighbors. There is no 
Roman church in or near this town, and 
as far as I can discover no priest comes 
here to instruct the children. The pub- 
lic school is a small room crowded with 
fifty dark-skinned, bright-eyed boys, but 
there is no provision for teaching girls to 
read and write. Until I get the four 
English-speaking congregations organ- 
ized I can give no definite promises to 
the natives. I must cover 190 miles of 
railway; four towns where there are Eng- 
lish and Americans; an extensive oil- 
well district; and look up families on 
scattered ranches, 
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THE CANAL ZONE 


A RCHDEACON BRYAN writes of a 
visit early in April to the Canal 
Zone by Bishop Bury, the recently con- 
secrated English Bishop of British Hon- 
duras and Central America. Bishop 
Bury is reported as saying that he had 
heard contradictory reports concerning 
the work of the American Church in the 
Canal Zone since the transfer of the jur- 
isdiction from the Church of England 
in the West Indies to the American 
Church, and “in a friendly way had 
come to see for himself.” Before his de- 
parture he expressed himself to Archdea- 
con Bryan as more than satisfied that 
the American Church is caring well for 
the West Indian people on the Isthmus. 
During his visit the bishop confirmed a 
number of people, as he informed Arch- 
deacon Bryan that he held a commission 
from the Presiding Bishop of the Ameri- 
can Church to perform any episcopal 
acts whenever he was on the Isthmus. 
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ISHOP McKIM has returned to 
Tokyo from a visitation of the mis- 
sion stations of the Nippon-Seikokwei, 
in Formosa. The Japanese Church 
maintains foreign mission work in this 
island as well as in Korea, for it sends 
its own representatives to both countries. 
The Japanese government has ’ mani- 
fested its interest in the religious work 
in Formosa by granting to Bishop Mc- 
Kim and to a Japanese clergyman who 
accompanied him free transportation in 
a government vessel.

THE RIGHT REVEREND NATHANIEL SEYMOUR THOMAS, 
Bishop of Wyoming 


THE BISHOP OF WYOMING 


HE Rev. Nathaniel Seymour 
Thomas, rector of the Church 
of the Holy Apostles, Philadel- 
phia, was consecrated Bishop 

of Wyoming on May 6th, in the church 
of which he has been the rector for the 
past nine years. Bishop Tuttle was the 
consecrator; Bishops Whitaker and 
Peterkin, co-consecrators. Bishop Talbot 
preached the sermon, Bishops Funsten 
and Mackay-Smith were presenters and 
the vicars of two chapels in the parish, 
the Rey. William P. Remington and the 
Rev. H. McKnight Moore, attending 
presbyters. 

‘Bishop Thomas is the son of the late 
Right Rey. Elisha Smith Thomas, p.p., 
Bishop of Kansas, and has been well 
trained for the work to which the Church 
has called and consecrated him. He 
was ordained deacon in 1891. After 
spending several years in Kansas, he 
became rector of St. Matthew’s Church, 
Wheeling, in 1897. From that parish he 
came to Philadelphia. These last nine 
years have marked great steps forward 
in the upbuilding of the parish and its 
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activities. In addition to his parish 
work, he was also identified with many 
of the institutions of the diocese. 

The service of consecration was one of 
the most notable services ever held in 
Pennsylvania. Bishop Talbot’s_ sermon 
was a presentation of the great oppor- 
tunity before the Church to-day. He re- 
ferred to his work among his “people of 
the plains” and commended them to the 
loving care of the new bishop. The of- 
fering was for work in Wyoming, and 
amounted to about $900.

HAGK ETS INS TELE TROPICS 
BY THE REVEREND CHARLES BRECK ACKLEY 


HATEVER may happen 
there is one place in Cuba 
where the Stars and 
Stripes will continue to 

float and that is at the United States 
Naval Station, Guantanamo Bay. Here 
are stationed some five hundred Ameri- 
can sailors and marines, in a tropical 
clime, a foreign country and nothing but 
routine duty to relieve the monotony 
all the temptations that come to men in 
the tropics—away from friends, home, 
and American standards of morality and 
responsibility. 

And yet in spite of this a generous, 
happy-go-lucky crowd they are, open to 
all good influences but receiving few out- 
side the discipline of the service. 

As there is no chaplain assigned to 
this station I felt that there was a real 
opportunity to do something among these 
fellow-countrymen of ours. A squad of 
marines were our fellow-passengers on 
the ship that brought us to Cuba and 
through them we became acquainted with 
others and were soon invited down to the 
marine barracks. 

Commander Harlan, a royal host, ex- 
tended the hospitality of his quarters on 
the station ship and nearly every week 
for several months Mrs. Ackley and I 
have journeyed down to the station for a 
Friday evening service. Sometimes 
bunking in a tent, generally offered by 
Sergeant Frazier; sometimes being en- 
tertained at the civilians’ mess and 
sometimes enjoying the captain’s hospi- 
tality on the cruiser Newark, And in 
the congregations there has been the 
same variance in grade, from the com- 
mander down to the stokers on the gov- 
ernment tug. The stereopticon which 
was given to me on leaving New York 
has been most popular—the little hall or 
mess room being crowded on the nights 
when this is used. New Year’s Night I 


gave them an illustrated lecture on the 
New York Fire Department and the 
crowd of men took me back to the days 
when I used to be with “The Bravest? in 
New York.* 

But the personal side of this work is 
perhaps the most interesting. As one of 
the boys said to me the other day, “You 
do not know what it means to the boys 
to have Mrs. Ackley here; some of these 
fellows have not talked to a white wom- 
an in two years and over.” To say that 
the men have come half way is to do 
them an injustice—Roman Catholic and 
Protestant alike join in these services 
and extend a welcome to us every time 
we come. 

If all missionary journeys were as 
pleasant as are these, the good parsons at 
home would have cause to be green with 
envy. After about an hour’s ride in a 
comfortable train we arrive at Cai- 
manera, the little fort down at the bay. 
Here we find the mail boat, one of those 
pretty little white canvas-covered steam 
launches that belong to the Navy. After 
putting in our bags and the several parts 
of the stereopticon, for we do not go 
empty handed, we start down the bay. 
Off to the north stretches the wide ex- 
panse of the upper bay surrounded by 
the green canefields, fairly radiant in. 
the tropical sunlight. Back of these lie 
the rugged mountains that enclose this 
fertile valley, To the south we take our 
course and soon come to the narrows. 
On one side is the great warehouse and 
dock of the Guantanamo Sugar Com- 
pany, where enough sugar is shipped to 
supply all of New York City for a year. 
On the other point are the remains of 
the old Spanish fort battered to pieces 
by the American ships in the late war. 
A little below this we cross the “Ameri- 


* While at Grace church, New York, Mr. 
Ackley was chaplain of the Fire Department.- 
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ean Line” and the beautiful lower bay 
comes into view, inclosed as it is by the 
government reservation. The first point 
we note is the wireless station—one of 
the three largest in America—where mes- 
sages from New York and Boston are 
picked up direct. 

Soon “Old Glory” comes into view and 
we land at the station wharf. The pro- 
verbial government mule is there with 
an express wagon which we call our 
“missionary chariot” and we pile in, bag 
and baggage, and then off for the camp. 
Soon the khaki tents come in view, in a 
double row on the crest of a little point 
with a lagoon on either side. Nothing 
could be barer than this spot; the white 
coral earth glaring in the midday sun— 
and yet nothing more enchanting at sun- 
down or on a moonlight night. A phono- 
graph greets us’ as we enter and the boys 
never allow it to rest except during ser- 
vice and after “taps.” 

The bugle is sounding “Church Call” 
and we must see that the stereopticon is 
in working order for Mrs. Ackley to 
operate. It is not difficult to interest 
these men in religious things when ap- 
plied to practical life, and the pictures 
do help wonderfully, and when some of 
Hofmann’s or Doré’s sacred pictures of 
the Master are on the screen they do half 
the preaching, sometimes all of it, After 
a short closing service the phonograph 


is started again and we have “The 
Palms,” “The Holy City” and all the 
sacred songs in the barrack’s collection. 

Services on the Newark have their 
charm as well. In the late afternoon, on 
Sunday we are gathered together for 
worship out on the open decks—on 
either side great frowning guns, in the 
centre a prayer desk or table, with a 
great American flag covering it and on 
the Stars and Stripes is laid the Bible. 
To the left are the Jackies all in white 
on rows of benches—to the right the 
officers and civilians invited over by the 
captain, Mrs. Ackley leads the singing, 
and these sailors know the national 
hymn and “Onward, Christian Soldiers,” 
as well. Just as the last strains die away 
the light of day fades and then all is 
darkness save for the stars, and he who 
has never seen these heavenly bodies in 
the tropics has never seen the real beauty 
of a star. I always thought before the 
description of a star as “a diamond in 
the sky” was just poetical imagination, 
but now I understand. No diamond 
flashed so many colors, or ever shines as 
brightly. Now it is orange, now green, 


now yellow and all in an instant are 
these colors flashed forth. And when it 
is moonlight—well, it is simply useless to 
describe to any one who has not seen it, 
for you just lose your reputation for . 
veracity. : 


THE AMERICAN CHURCH INSTITUTE FOR 
NEGROES 


T. AUGUSTINE’S SCHOOL, 
Raleigh, has taken a great step 
in advance in holding a meeting 
in the interest of education for 

colored people. The Hon, J. Y. Joyner, 
State Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion for North Carolina, and one of the 
leaders in the movement for southern 
education, presided. Addresses were 
made by Mr. F. M. Harper, Superinten- 
dent of the City Schools, Mr. Zeb V. 
Judd, Superintendent of Schools for 
Wake county, and Mr. J. A. Bivins, 
State Supervisor of Colored Normal 
Schools. The School Glee Club sang 
jubilee songs. The addresses were all 
characterized by a fine sympathy with 
the school, appreciation for its work, and 
a sense of the great need of the state for 
.that school and for teachers, Mr. Judd’s 
address was a fine example of the best 
southern attitude toward the education 
of the Negro people, and he pleaded with 
the students for a life of earnest ser- 
vice, telling them that the South needed 
them and offered them the best opportu- 
nity for service to God, to their own race, 
and to the white race as well. 

The importance of such a meeting as 
this in~connection with one of our 
Church schools can hardly be overesti- 
mated, as it relates not only the school 
itself but our Church to those forces in 
southern life which are making for the 
uplift of the Negro people. 

A graduate of St. Augustine’s writes 
from Littleton, N. C.: “I have an aver- 
age of about fifty pupils in my room. 
Among them are six girls who had never 
been either to school or to Sunday-school 
before. Last week we worked up an en- 
tertainment for the purpose of teaching 
the people to give freely. Nearly all re- 
sponded. Some brought eggs, some milk, 
some sugar, some candy, some fruits and 
cake. One little boy brought a bag of 
peanuts that he had grown himself. My 
next work will be to organize a class of 
children to be baptized. . . . 


At the last Board meeting of the In- 
stitute Bishop Burgess, of Long Island, 
was elected a member in place of Bishop 
Lawrence resigned, the Rev. Dr. Mann, 
of Trinity Church, Boston, in place of 
Archdeacon Williams resigned, and Dr. 
James H. Dillard, President of the 
Jeanes Fund, in place of Mr. Francis 
Lynde Stetson resigned, The election of 
Dr. Dillard, an eminent educator and a 
man of wide influence in the South, se- 
cures southern representation in the 
membership of the Board and adds to the 
Institute’s forces a man who is thorough- 
ly acquainted with the best educational 
ideals and methods. 


THE CHURCH MISSIONS 
PUBLISHING COMPANY 


HE fifteenth annual meeting of the 
Church Missions Publishing Com- 
pany was held in Hartford, May 
19th. The secretary presented the 
report of the year’s work. The re- 
port contained also a note of the death 
of Harry Huet, the recording sec- 
retary of the society. The treasurer’s 
report showed an income of $1,020 from 
sales and $257 from gifts, which, with a 
balance from last year, covered the 
somewhat heavy expenses of publication 
and left a balance of nearly $100 on 
hand.

Our 
Apportionment in Grace Church is $416, and the 
Rector and Vestry of this parish hereby undertake 
to raise the whole amount, because they feel that Mr. 
Thomas, being dead, yet asks this thing of them and 
deserves it. If this feeling could become general, the 
impetus to the vital cause of missions, so near to Mr. 
Thomas’s noble heart, would be simply incalculable.

A MISSIONARY COUNCIL ON THE 


PACIFIC 


SLOPE 


Spokane, April 28th to May 2d, 1909 


POKANE, the capital of the “In- 
land Empire” of the Northwest, 
had the honor of entertaining 
the Council of the Eighth Mis- 

sionary Department, April 28th to May 
2d. No one, who, forty years ago, might 
have looked at the site of the present city 
of Spokane, marked as it was by one log 
cabin, could have imagined that within a 
generation a city of 100,000 people would 
rise on either side of the turbulent Spo- 
kane River and become the meeting place 
of a council called to consider how the 
Church people of the Pacific slope can 
best discharge their duty to the rapidly 
increasing population of their own dis- 
trict and to the millions in the lands be- 
yond the Pacific. 

Spokane has grown so fast that from 
the Church point of view it seems almost 
to have outgrown its strength, though in 
saying this it must be remembered that 
the cathedral congregation of All Samts’ 
is entirely self-supporting and is the 
centre of a group of smaller mission con- 
gregations in various parts of the city. 
Whatever the Church in Spokane may 
lack in the number of organized and self- 
supporting parishes was more than made 
up by the hearty welcome of the Church 
people. In addition to the Bishop of 
Spokane and his clerical and lay repre- 
sentatives, bishops and delegates to the 
council came from California, Sacra- 
mento, Idaho, Olympia, Utah, Oregon 
and Eastern Oregon. Duties resulting 
from recently held or approaching dioc- 
esan gatherings prevented the attendance 
of any delegates from Los Angeles, New 
Mexico and Arizona. The Bishop of 
Nevada was unfortunately detained by 
work in the East for the bishops in 
Pennsylvania, but the district was rep- 
resented by four of the clergy under the 
lead of Archdeacon Hazlett. 

In response to the invitation of the 
last council, the Board of Missions sent 
to Spokane a deputation consisting of 


the Bishop of Central Pennsylvania, the 
Rey. Dr. Alsop, and Mr. John W. Wood. 
The many courtesies shown to the mem- 
bers of the deputation, the frequency 
with which they were asked to address 
the council, and the note of deep sym- 
pathy with the Board in the loss of its 
Treasurer, Mr. George OC. Thomas, indi- 
cated how entirely the council desired to 
identify itself with the wide sweep of the 
Church’s general work. Indeed this de- 
sire was formally expressed by Bishop 
Nichols, as president, in his opening ad- 
dress, when he said that the value of the 
council would be shown by its fusing 
power, by the extent to which it led the 
various dioceses and congregations in the 
department to think in terms of the 
whole Church rather than in terms of 
any part, 

Conferences morning and afternoon, 
public meetings at night, a Church Club 
dinner, and a public reception filled the 
council days to overflowing. There were 
daily celebrations of the Holy Com- 
munion, and at the usual services on the 
morning of May 2d the sermons were 
preached by the visiting bishops and 
clergy. One of the days was given to 
sessions of the Woman’s Auxiliary, when 
matters of interest concerning the dioc- 
esan and parish branches throughout the 
department were discussed, and ad- 
dresses were made upon woman’s work 
in the Church by the Bishops of Central 
Pennsylvania and Utah and the Rev. Dr. 
Alsop. 

The discussions and addresses followed 
four general lines of thought: 


The Reasonableness of the 
Enterprise 


1. The Reasonableness of the Mis- 
sionary Hnterprise was emphasized by 
Bishop Talbot, who, in speaking of “The 
Board of Missions and its Methods,” 
gave an interesting insight into the 
machinery of missions; by Mr, John W. 
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Wood, who, in speaking of “The Reci- 
procity of Missions,” told of some of the 
advantages and reflex influences coming 
to Christian people at home as a result of 
their effort to extend the Kingdom 
abroad; and by the Rev. Dr. Alsop, who, 
in speaking of “A Christianized America 
for World Redemption,” outlined some 
of the admirable results of Christian 
work abroad as evidenced in the changed 
attitude of Japan, by the welcome given 
by the Chinese to Christian teachers, and 
by the enrolment in the ranks of Chris- 
tian teachers in India of scores of men of 
whom Henry Martyn had said: “I would 
as soon expect to see a dead man come to 
life as to see a Brahman converted to 
Christianity.” 


The Present Opportunities 


2. The Present Opportunities of the 
Missionary Enterprise, especially within 
the department, were brought out in the 
rapid fire speeches of the bishops, each 
of whom was supposed in ten minutes to 
tell about the conditions, needs and op- 
portunities in his diocese or district. For 
the most part their reports told of in- 
creasing populations, growing towns, 
multiplying farms, new missions, larger 
confirmation classes, Throughout them 
all was a note of healthy dissatisfaction 
with present achievement and a recogni- 
tion of the fact that many opportunities 
for usefulness are now being lost because 
men and money—and especially men— 
are lacking to do all that might be done. 

The presence of more than 100,000 
Orientals, chiefly on the Pacific Coast, 
and of several thousand Indians, chiefly 
in the interior districts, creates a re- 
sponsibility for the white race as it 
comes in contact with the representatives 
of less privileged races. The needs of 
the seamen, congregating in ports like 
San Francisco, Portland and Seattle, 
challenged the consideration and action 
of the council. At present the admir- 
able work in San Francisco and the less 
extensive work in northern ports is made 
possible through the gifts of the Church 
of England, which during the past six- 
teen years has contributed about $52,000 
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for the maintenance of seamen’s insti- 
tutes and chaplains. Not only has Eng- 
land given money, but, more important 
still, she has provided young clergy, 
specially trained for work among sea- 
men, who serve under the direction of 
American bishops. This indispensable 
help is all the more significant because 
the seamen reached through these agen- 
cies are, for the most part, American 
citizens. The council rightly felt that 
some steps should be taken to increase 
the amount given within the department 
for this seamen’s work, so that within a 
period of ten years all aid from abroad 
might be relinquished, 

The needs of deaf-mutes were con- 
sidered and arrangements were made to 
secure some reliable information as to 
their number and what could be done to 
minister to them. 

In an admirable paper on “The Secu- 
lar Press as a Missionary Agency,” the 
Bishop of Oregon indicated the almost 
limitless opportunities for carrying the 
Church’s message into every hamlet of 
the department offered by the daily and 
weekly papers. If the press is to be used 
it must be treated as an ally and its rep- 
resentatives must have reasonable con- 
sideration shown them. They should not 
be expected to give publicity to facts 
which are of interest only to those who 
supply them. An effort should rather be 
made to give to the press real news about 
the Church’s work and plans. Bishop 
Scadding keeps a mailing list of manag- 
ing editors of all the daily and weekly 
papers in his diocese. Whenever he has 
some information concerning the Church 
which he desires to bring to the atten- 
tion of a large number of people, he care- 
fully prepares the facts, conforming as 
closely as possible to newspaper style, 
and sends type proofs, with a personal 
note, to each editor. In this way several 
times in the course of a year he is able 
to reach many thousand people. 


Local Responsibility 


3. The Responsibility of the West- 
ern Churchman to work for the Church — 
and to give for its maintenance and ex- 
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tension was emphasized at the Church 
Club banquet, when the Bishops of Cen- 
tral Pennsylvania, Utah and Sacra- 
mento, and Dr. Wilson Johnston and 
Mr. Wood spoke upon various phases of 
the layman’s duty to parish, diocese and 
ehurech. Again, at a public service, the 
Bishop of Olympia spoke of the latent 
possibilities of the Church in the West 
as evidenced by its fine manhood, and 
drove home the fact that the highest 
function is to stand between absolute 
truth and the needs of our brothers and 
be the means of transmitting the one to 
help the other, It is because so many 
Church people are willing to shut them- 
selves up in the narrowness and bigotry 
of what we call the Protestant Episcopal 
Church that we see so much of littleness 
within it. Instead of standing at the front 
in missionary interest and giving we are 
altogether too near the rear. 

In the same spirit the Bishop of Utah 
asked the council to consider just what 
the Church in the Eighth Department 
was doing and could do for its own sup- 
port. He showed that the average an- 
nual gift within the department is 
$19.90 for each communicant, the aver- 
age ranging from $11, in the case of 
Idaho, to $45, in the case of Nevada. 
The average for the whole Church is $20 
per communicant. A study of tables of 
offerings seemed to indicate that the dio- 
ceses and districts in the Eighth Depart- 
ment are fairly well able to care for their 
own work and to give help to work else- 
where, but that, apparently as districts 
grow strong and become dioceses, and as 
communicants increase, there is no cor- 
responding increase in the giving. Busi- 
ness enterprises on the Coast have large- 
ly outgrown the “Eastern capital habit”; 
is the Church keeping pace with busi- 
ness in this growth toward  inde- 
pendence ? 


Power for Service 


4, Power for Service and ability to 
meet the present pressing needs, it was 
pointed out, at the Sunday evening mass 
meeting, would result from the develop- 
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ment of a right motive and the will to 
cultivate the missionary vision, not only 
for the department but for the world. 
The Rev. Dr. Alsop, speaking of the mo- 
tive of missions, instanced the spirit that 
kept at the outposts men like some of 
our missionary bishops abroad, like Dr. 
Pott, of St. John’s University; Dr. 
Jeffreys, of St. Luke’s Hospital, Shang- 
hai, and Dr. Teusler, of St. Luke’s Hos- 
pital, Tokyo, who, if they would consent 
to live in this country, might occupy 
places of much prominence and respon- 
sibility. Bishop Nichols, in a compact 
survey of the four forces which have 
moulded human life—the force of im- 
perialism, the intellectual force, the ec- 
clesiastical force, the modern democratic 
force—told how the Christian Church 
has met them all, been moulded to some 
extent by them, and has in turn shaped 
them for the purpose of the Kingdom’s 
progress. Missionary vision for the 
Church is to be able to discern the 
centripetal and centrifugal forces at 
work in the world’s life. In order that 
the individual Churchman may gain ade- 
quate missionary vision Bishop Nichols 
closed with these three counsels: First, 
pray daily at noon for the progress of 
Christ’s Kingdom. Secondly, study the 
achievements of the Kingdom. Thirdly, 
live to serve rather than to be served. 

The most important action taken at 
the business sessions was a request to the 
Board of Missions to send periodically to 
the Pacific Coast deputations of well- 
known bishops, clergymen and laymen 
to co-operate with the local leaders in 
cultivating a deeper spirit of missions 
and greater readiness to give for Church 
extension. 

The Pacific Churchman was adopted 
as the official: missionary organ of the 
department, with the department secre- 
tary as editor-in-chief. 

It was decided to change the time of 
meeting from the spring to the autumn 
and to have sessions of the council on the 
two years of each triennium when the 
General Convention is not in session. 

The next meeting will therefore be held 
in Sacramento in October, 1911. 
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AN ALASKA EASTER 
BY THE REVEREND CHARLES EUGENE: BETTICHER, JR. 


HAT an Easter this of 1909 
has been! Of all those 
which Fairbanks and its 
vicinity have seen it was 

the best in every sense of the word except 
as regards the weather. In this particu- 
lar it was decidedly the worst. On Good 
Friday the wind was blowing almost a 
gale—unusual for our part of the coun- 
try—and Easter-Even the air was so 
filed with snow that it was difficult to 
face it unprotected. It is our custom to 
have a service of Holy Baptism on the 
afternoon of Easter-Even. After the 
Good Friday services in Fairbanks there 
was a service in the evening in Chena. 
Saturday morning I returned to Fair- 
banks. At twelve o’clock there was a 
private baptism in the hospital, and at 
three o’clock we went to church prepared 
for a small congregation. Imagine our 
pleasure, when the bell had ceased ring- 
ing, to find the church crowded, every 
one of the eleven candidates—three adults 


and eight children—present, and almost ~ 


the entire Sunday-school in place to take 
part in this preliminary service. Re- 
member that without it was snowing 
and blowing as if it were Christmas, not 
Easter. After-this service the committee 
of ladies and gentlemen dressed the 
church with the greens which Mr. 
Strangman* and the boys had gathered 
in the morning. 

Easter did not dawn as we had hoped 
it would. An inch of newly-fallen snow 
and a leaden sky told only too well what 
to expect. All day long the snow came 
down and the wind blew and altogether 
it was the queerest, coldest and most un- 
satisfactory of all our Easters. Every 
service, however, was largely attended, 
and all but the early celebration taxed 
the church to its utmost capacity. In the 
evening—the most popular service in 
Alaska—the entire “standing room” was 
occupied and some had to turn away, un- 
able to gain an entrance.

The service about which JI wish to 
write especially, however, is the chil- 
dren’s festival on Easter afternoon. The 
offering had been gathered in the cream 
cans as usual, for the “Canned Lenten 
Offering” has become a recognized part 
of our Church life. This offering, most 
of it, had been brought to the church on 
Saturday afternoon, when the classes 
were allowed to shake their cans to see 
which could make the most noise. Main- 
taining their unbroken record, the 
primary department was awarded the de- 
cision by three competent, unbiased 
judges, and so pleased were they and we 
that when the entire school shook their 
cans at one time as a parting salute to 
this year’s offering, many of the adults 
and friends not shaking put their fingers 
in their ears and some of the school 
sought partial relief with one hand, 
shaking vigorously with the other. On 


GATHERING GREENS FOR EASTER 
DECORATIONS AT FAIRBANKS 
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Easter afternoon, therefore, when the 
school had again gathered, we learned 
with extreme satisfaction that the offer- 
ing amounted to the splendid sum of 
$185.24, which has been augmented by a 
few tardy mite-chests to $194.49. Our 
largest offering heretofore was $234 
which was made up by four missions: St. 
Matthew’s, Fairbanks; St. Barnabas’s, 
Chena Native Village; the people of 
Chena, and St. Mark’s, Nenana. A dis- 
tinct gain has certainly been made, when 
St. Matthew’s nearly equals the largest 
total of past efforts, and we feel encour- 
aged by this fact and by the knowledge 
that the Lenten services were better at- 
tended than ever before, to say that 
Easter of 1909 was the happiest and best 
we have known. 

A word of explanation is needed re- 
garding adjacent points. The trail is in 
such condition that it would be impos- 
sible to go to Nenana, much as we wish 
to make the trip. Wednesday morning 
in Easter week we had the Holy Com- 
munion for the Indians at St. Barnabas’s

Mission (two miles below Chena). (Mr. 
Strangman and I had decided to rest for 
a couple of days, so we spent Wednesday 
and part of Thursday at the mission, 
walking up to Chena in time for the 
Easter service there in the evening. The 
Indians’ Lenten offering was $13.12, 
which was very good indeed for this time 
of the year. And the offering of the 
Chena people was far beyond our hopes, 
reaching $48.63. The total is therefore 
$256.24, St. Mark’s, Nenana, being 
omitted through unavoidable circum- 
stance. This amount has been converted 
into dust and by the courtesy of the 
Fairbanks Banking Company is being 
melted into a little gold brick, in which 
shape the Lenten offering of 1909 from 
Fairbanks and vicinity will be sent to 
the Church Missions House. On its face 
will be stamped the words: 

“O ye Frost and Cold, bless ye the Lord: 
praise Him and magnify Him forever.” 

Would to God that all of the gold of 
this country might have behind it .this 
prayer!

NEVADA’S 


MINING CAMPS AND 


BVADA has had rather a varied 
experience as a part of the 
Church’s mission field. When 
the missionary jurisdiction of 

the northwest was created by the General 
Convention of 1859, Nevada was included 
within it and was placed under the care 
of the Right Rev. Joseph C. Talbot, 
whose immense district is now divided 
among a number of missionary bishops. 

After eight years Bishop Talbot came 
east as far as Indiana and Nevada was 
joined to Arizona, with Bishop O. W. 
Whitaker, consecrated in 1869, in charge. 
In 1886 Bishop Whitaker was called to 
Pennsylvania, where for twenty-three 
years he has done work that has endeared 
him to the hearts of the people of the East 
as closely as his work in Nev&da did to 
the people of that region. 

The General Convention in 1887 de- 
tached Nevada from Arizona, joined it 
to Utah and elected Bishop Leonard to 
have jurisdiction over both states. 

Eleven years later another change oc- 
curred: Nevada was cut in two, the west- 
ern half going to the new District of Sac- 
ramento, formerly Northern California, 
and the eastern half to the new District

of Salt Lake, which included all of Utah, 
with the western half of Colorado and the 
southwestern corner of Wyoming. Bish- 
op Leonard continued to administer this 
district until his death in 1903, and was 
succeeded the following year by Bishop 
Spalding. 

In 1907 the General Convention 
erected Nevada as a separate missionary 
district and the present bishop, the Right 
Rev. Henry Douglas Robinson, was con- 
secrated in March, 1908. 

In area Nevada is exceeded by only 
three other states. The difficulties of 
immense distances are accentuated by 
the character of the country, for the 
state is largely desert and mountain, _ 
though here ‘and there, especially in the 
central and northern sections, there are 
fertile valleys, watered by streams flow- 
ing from the snow-covered mountains. 

At one time Nevada suffered a serious 
loss in population; but its immense 
mineral deposits have drawn people back 
again and the immigration is constantly 
adding to the present population of 
100,000. Bishop Robinson says that the 
mineral wealth is so great that it will © 
not be exhausted for centuries. New 
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mining camps are starting up every 
week and new men are coming to “spy 
out the land.” 

But not all of Nevada’s prosperity is 
dependent on the mines. It is now well 
known that wherever sage brush grows 
the land is good, only it needs water to 
insure its fertility. The Government has 
spent more than $3,000,000 in irrigating 
enterprises; and some of the former 
desert wastes are now veritable garden 
spots. 

For the most part, Nevada’s towns are 
small and fall into two classes, those 
depending on mining and those having 
agricultural resources. ‘With the in- 
crease of irrigation the agricultural area 
is constantly extending, so that the latter 
class of towns, as a rule, have an 
assured future in a sense that no min- 
ing town can possibly have. A few of 
the mining communities, such as 
Tonopah, Goldfield and Ely, are probably 
permanent in character. Most of the 
others, however, may be entirely aban- 
doned ten years from now. 

Reno, the largest town of the state, is 
the seat of the State University, and is 
the home of the bishop, although the

Church in Nevada has no episcopal resi- 
dence. This is one of the present press- 
ing needs. Trinity Church, Reno, is an 
old, insignificant building, entirely un- 
suited to the present modern town and the 
needs of the situation generally. Never- 
theless, it seems to be the best that the 
comparatively limited number of Church 
people in the city can provide. In this 
important centre the Church should be 
more worthily represented. 

Speaking of the Indian work, Bishop 
Robinson says: 

“There are over 5,000 Indians in 
Nevada for whom the Church is doing 
almost nothing. Our only worker 
among them is Miss Marian Taylor, who 
has done all in her power for the Chris- 
tian training of the women and children 
at the Pyramid Lake Reservation for the 
last thirteen years. The men do not 
come within the sphere of her influence 
in any telling way. We need at least 
one clergyman for this work.” 

On the other hand what to-day is an 
unpeopled desert may within two or 
three years be the site of a populous 
camp. Although this lack of per- 


manence presents a serious obstacle,

there is a challenge to the Church to do 
its best under the hardest kind of con- 
ditions. There is ‘a growing public senti- 
ment in Nevada that bids fair to do 
away in the not distant future with some 
of the conditions which now reflect upon 
the citizenship of the state. 

Church work in Nevada is expensive. 
It is said that no other state equals 
Nevada in cost of living and in travel. 

“A clergyman,” says Bishop Robinson, 
“should not be asked to work here for a 
less stipend than $1,200 per annum, and 
a married man should have more. Of 
the eleven clergy in the district, two have 
very good dwellings; two have indiffer- 
ent ones; two have wretched places; one 
has but one small room; and four have 
to rent such abodes as they can. 

“One of the clergy is obliged to keep 
his family in a little village in a neigh- 
boring state because his stipend is not 
sufficient to keep them in Nevada. When 
I first came here he had not seen his 
family for nearly two years. Meanwhile 
he lives in one room, about 8x16, which 
serves as vestry room, study, kitchen, 
dining-room and bed-room. Nor is this 
all, though it is all that can be stated in 
this report. 

“The Ohurch in Nevada has not yet 
touched the miner. Until this be done, 
we are not fulfilling our mission. A 
resident clergyman in every important 
camp would do an inestimable -amount 
of good, but that is out of the question 
at present. Fifteen hundred dollars 
a year would pay the stipend and 
travelling expenses of a priest who might 
go from camp to camp, holding services 
and organizing work for the betterment 
of the miners. Two such men would 
avail much in Nevada. The things to be 
accomplished in the mining camps are: 
(1) A sentiment opposed to gambling 
halls, saloons and worse places; (2) a 
substitute for these resorts which will 
engage the serious consideration of the 
men; (3) a development of the spirit of 
_ Jove and service through an increasing 
devotion to our Blessed Lord and 
Saviour, Jesus Christ.”

CHARLES DARWIN'S OPIN- 
ION OF MISSIONARIES 


To the Editor of THE Spirit or Missions: 


ROM time to time critics arise who 
question the utility and efficiency 
of foreign missions and mission- 
aries, and the evidence of an 

intelligent and unbiased witness may be 
of interest to your readers, especially 
when it comes from so painstaking and 
careful an observer as the late Charles 


-Darwin—a man whose opinion carries 


weight on any subject on which it was 
expressed. 

In 1831 the British Government 
despatched H. M. S. Beagle, under Cap- 
tain Fitz Roy, on ‘an exploring and sur- 
veying voyage around the world, and 
Charles Darwin was invited to ac- 
company the expedition as naturalist. 
His journal was published shortly after 
his return and has gone through many 
editions, for it is one of the most de- 
lightful books of travel ever published. 
Nothing escaped his notice, and his com- 
ments on the people with whom he came 
into contact show an insight that is rare 
in so young a man. Writing of the ef- 
fects of missionary efforts in Tahiti— 
one of the Society Islands—he says: 

“On the whole it appears to me that the 
morality and religion of the inhabitants 
are highly creditable. ‘There are many 
who attack, even more acrimoniously 
than Kotzebue, both the missionaries, 
their system and the effects produced by ~ 


them. Such reasoners never compare the 
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present state with that of the island only 
twenty years ago, nor even with that of 
Europe at this day, but they compare it 
with the high standard of Gospel perfec- 
tion. They expect the missionaries to 
effect that which the apostles themselves 
failed to do. Inasmuch as the condition 
of the people falls short of this high 
standard, blame is attached to the mis- 
sionary, instead of credit for that which 
he has effected. They forget, or will not 
remember, that human sacrifices and the 
power of an idolatrous priesthood; a sys- 
tem of profligacy unparalleled in any 
other part of the world; infanticide, a re- 
sult of that system; bloody wars, where 
the conqueror spared neither women nor 
children—that all of these have been 
abolished, and that dishonesty, intemper- 
ance and licentiousness have been great- 
ly reduced by the introduction of Chris- 
tianity. For a voyager to forget these 


things is base ingratitude, for should he ~ 


chance to be at the point of shipwreck 
on some unknown coast he will most de- 
voutly pray that the lesson of the mis- 
sionary may have extended thus far. 

“Tn point of morality, the virtue of the 
women, it has often been said, is most 
open to exception. But before they are 
blamed too severely, it will be well dis- 
tinctly to call to mind the scenes de- 
scribed by Captain Cook and Mr. Banks, 
in which the grandmothers and mothers 
of the present race played a part. Those 
who are most severe should consider how 
much of the morality of the women in 
Europe is owing to the system early im- 
pressed by mothers on their daughters, 
and how much in each individual case 
to the precepts of religion. But it is use- 
less to urge against such reasoners. I 
believe that, disappointed in not finding 
the field of licentiousness quite so open 
as formerly, they will not give credit to a 
morality they do not wish to practise, or 
to a religion which they undervalue, if 
not despise.”

THE MEETING OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS 
May 11th, 1909 


HE Board of Missions met at the 
Church Missions House on 

May 11th, the Bishop of Al- 

bany presiding. The following 
members were present: The Bishops of 
Albany, Pennsylvania, New Jersey, West 
Virginia, Central Pennsylvania, Long 
Island, Newark and New York; the Rey. 
Drs. Eccleston, Huntington, Vibbert, 
Anstice, Alsop, Perry, Stires, McKim, 
Parks, Storrs and the Rev. Mr. Miel and 
the Rev. Dr. Smith; Messrs. Low, Mills, 
Chauncey, Goodwin, Mansfield and Ad- 
miral Mahan, and Messrs. Butler, King, 
Morris, Pepper, Pruyn and Ryerson. 
The Bishop of Tennessee, honorary 
member, was also present, together with 


Dr. William Jay Schieffelin, regularly ~ 


appointed representative of the Second 
Department. 

In calling the session to order the 
chairman announced the great loss sus- 
tained by the Church through the death 
of the Board’s Treasurer, Mr. George C. 
Thomas. It was decided to defer action 
upon the election of a Treasurer until a 
subsequent meeting. In the meantime a 
committee of five was appointed to take 
the question under consideration and to 
report in June. 

The Assistant Treasurer reported that 
during April there was a serious de- 
erease in receipts. The month began 
with the income showing an increase of 
$26,000 as compared with April 1st, 
1908, but it closed with an increase of 
only $7,740 as compared with May Ist, 
1908. The decrease in parish and indi- 
vidual offerings was largely accounted 
for by the non-receipt of certain large 
individual offerings made during April, 
1908. The Committee on Audit reported 
that they had caused the accounts of the 
Treasurer to be examined to May Ist, 
and certified them to be correct. 

The General Secretary announced 
that the Rev. Hugh L. Burleson had 
accepted his election as one of the secre- 
tarial staff. He also reported the receipt 
of a large number of letters from bishops, 
clergy, lay people and organizations con- 


veying their sympathy for the loss sus- 
tained in Mr. Thomas’s death. 

The Commission of Seven, appointed 
at the April meeting to devise plans to 
secure the funds necessary to meet the 
Board’s appropriations, reported that 
they had held two meetings and had 
adopted a plan for inaugurating a cam- 
paign to provide the needed funds and 
to prepare the Church for the responsi- 
bilities of the next fiscal year, The Com- 
mission recorded their “unanimous con- 
viction that if their appeal to the Church 
is made with intelligence and faith it 
will not be made in vain.” They believe 
that the Church is able and will prove 
itself willing to provide for the support 
of our missionary work and for its 
healthy and normal growth. 

The Board then turned to the impor- 
tant work of making the appropriations 
for the next fiscal year. It was found 
that the increases recommended by the 
committees totalled $71,000, of which 
$29,000 was asked for by the Committee 
on Work among the Negroes; $25,000 
by the Committee on Domestic Missions, 
and $17,000 by the three committees hav- 
ing supervision of work in the distant 
fields. After prolonged discussion it was 
decided to delay until the October meet- 
ing action upon the proposed increases 
for work within the limits of the United 
States. On the other hand, it was de- 
cided to recommend the immediate adop- 
tion of the estimates for the distant mis- 
sions after the several committees had ~ 
reduced the requests of the bishops to 
the lowest possible limit. The budget, as 
adopted for the fiscal year, beginning 
September ist, 1909, aggregates at pres- 
ent $1,114,859.69. ez SD . 

The appointment by Bishop Gailor of 
the Rev. A. M. Hildebrand as Arch- 
deacon of Tennessee, for work among 
colored people was approved. At the re- 
quest of the Bishop of West Virginia, 
Miss Emma Greer was appointed as a 
Woman’s Auxiliary United Offering mis- 
sionary, to fill a vacancy.

A. H. Metuen, who sailed 
from New York April 15th, arrived at 
Vera Cruz on the 23d, After spending 
two days in Mexico City with Bishop 
Aves he proceeded to his station at Te- 
hauntepec, where he arrived on April 
28th,

THE TRAVELLING SECRETARY 


NO. IX.—IN THE PHILIPPINES 


NE cannot realize how remote 
the Philippines can seem un- 
til one makes a visit there by 
the circuitous route taken by 

the Travelling Secretary. Going to the 
East by the way of Europe and the 


Isthmus of Suez, the most natural thing | 


would be to leave the boat at Hong 
Kong, and, transferring to one of the 
small steamers on which the China Sea 
becomes. a menace to the comfort of 
their passengers, cross over to Manila. 
Thence one might return to Hong Kong 
and without change go on to Shanghai. 
But the season of the year when the 
journey was made, the absence of the 
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bishop, and the fact that posts were va- 
cant for which several new missionaries 
were on their way, led the secretary to 
go first to China, And then the calling 
of the Opium Commission, necessitating 
Bishop Brent’s repeated absence, decided 
her to go on to Japan. And after all, 
when the missions in China and Japan 
had been visited, and the time to go see 
the Philippines actually came, the 
Opium Commission had changed its date 
of meeting, and during the entire visit 
the bishop was away. 

This was a loss constantly felt, but, in 
experiencing it, the secretary recognized 
that she was sharing in the generosity

of the mission and its missionaries in 
sparing their bishop for so long a time 
to interests reaching far beyond the 
limits of the district. And both mis- 
sionaries and other members of the mis- 
sion were most kind to this visitor, try- 
ing to help her see those things for 
which she had turned so far back upon 
her way. 

It was February first when she sailed 
from Kobe, the sixteenth when the 
clergy and other workers at Manila wel- 
comed her there, and the twenty-third 
of March, just five weeks later, when she 
sailed away. If this seems an over long 


time to give to the City of Manila and. 


to four mission stations beyond, it may 
not seem so if one understands that the 
time spent in simply returning from 
Sagada to Manila, a distance of 258 
miles, could have taken her across the 
Atlantic, or from San Francisco to New 
York. It is not that she was travelling 
constantly, but when a boat cannot cross 
a certain bar, its passengers must wait 
twenty-seven hours for its coming, and 
then, when it misses by four hours a 
train at noon, must stay over night in 
order to take the next, shortly after six 
the following morning. 

Manila and Benguet and the Moun- 
tain Province—a visit to the Philip- 
pines naturally divides itself so, when 
Zamboanga must be left out of the 
count, in the southern island which this 
traveller did not see. Or, again, the 
American work, the institutional work, 
the direct evangelistic work among the 
tribes not yet Christian—thus another 
division can be made, 

Tt is only lately that St. Paul’s Parish, 
Rochester, spared its rector to the cathe- 
dral in Manila, and, with some new and 
strange conditions, there is much to 
make him feel at home. The spacious 
church, with its great central dome and 
two western towers and its severe and 
simple interior, is a dignified and true 
presentment of a loyal and catholic 
faith, Within its walls gathers a con- 
gregation which, while continually 
changing in its individual membership, 
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is constant in its general make-up; 
army, navy and government officials, 
professional and business men, teachers 
and their families; American, English, 
Seotech; many who are making Manila a 
transitory home; some who are old in- 
habitants after a ten years’ stay; a few 
who look back far beyond the time when 
the Americans became the surprised 
owners of a new possession, 

One would get a most inadequate and 
one-sided view of the work which the 
Church has placed in the care of Bish- 
op Brent if he studied simply those 
novel and fascinating missions among 
the strange tribes of the hills, as he 
would fail to grasp its entirety and com- 
plexities altogether were he to linger 
only in Manila. Nor is it sufficient in 
Manila to worship of a Sunday in the 
cathedral, or on a week-day to stray into 
Columbia Club next door, noting how its 
interest and pleasures are linked with 
the names of our mission treasurer and 
his wife and with the men of Yale and 
Harvard, Pennsylvania and Princeton, 
who have established for 875 of the 
young men of the city, most of them far 
from family and home, this enterprise, 
which is already self-supporting. An 
article on the Philippines in a recent 
North American Review reflected upon 
the mistake made by American young 
men in not taking the exercise which the 
experience of many years in the tropics 
has taught Englishmen it is wise to take; 
Columbia Club, with its gymnasium and 
basket-ball, its bowling-alley and tennis- 
court, its shower-baths and swimming- 
tanks, is leaving our men no excuse. 

These buildings stand in that part of 
the city which might be called the New 
Manila, where streets have been laid out, 
grass and shrubs have been planted, pub- 
lic buildings have gone up, since the 
American occupation. They are near 
the houses of the bishop and the dean, 
and about them and the homes of the 
clergy the American Church people of 
the city come and go. 

It is two miles away that one finds 
that other group of buildings in which 
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the interest of individuals and societies 
and parishes and-universities has been 
also centred. There stands the Pennsyl- 
vania Building of the University Hos- 
pital, with its free beds almost always 
filled. On one side is St. Luke’s Chapel, 
the little old Church of St. Stephen 
which was pro-cathedral to the new 
Cathedral Church of St. Mary and St. 
John, Here in the outer room the dea- 
coness carries on her embroidery-class 
of Filipino girls and young women; in 
the inner chapel the dean celebrates the 
Holy Communion each Wednesday 
morning. That afternoon and on the 
afternoon of Sunday neighborhood chil- 
dren and their elders gather there, and 
sing lustily our English hymns, and 
listen to lessons, and join in prayers read 
in their own Tagalog. Convalescent 
patients stand at the hospital windows 
to listen, and passers-by linger at the 
open door, though, with the principle 
which, from the beginning of Bishop 
Brent’s episcopate, has marked the Mis- 
sion in the Philippines as one of entire 
generosity and yielding up of self, this 
ministry is given to those who belong to 
the Church of Rome, and whose al- 
legiance elsewhere is not claimed or 
asked for. As some mission fields are 
vantage ground for the drawing nearer 
to reunion of disjointed sects, so this 
seems the peculiar privilege of the 
Church in the Philippines, that she may 
show herself Catholic among Roman 
Catholics, a part of the Body of Christ 
which no true Christian need shun. So 
the little Roman boys and girls who go 
to some stately church for their morn- 
ing Mass, come of an afternoon in 
friendly fashion to our plain chapel, 
handle our Prayer Book and Hymnal, 
and listen to some simple, practical 
teaching, given in their own tongue, A 
Saturday is the great Fiesta of San 
José, a gala and holiday time for all; 
next day our missionary reminds them 
that St. Joseph was a working man, and 
that by his side at the carpenter’s 
bench, the Lord Jesus through all His 
boyhood years learned how to work, 
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Back of the hospital stands the 
Nurses’ Home, opened only on the first 
of March, with rooms for five American 
nurses and for eight of the Filipino 
young women who are in training; and 
beyond the wall is the old Spanish dwell- 
ing where the dispensary work still goes 
on, although it is in the midst of repair 
and reconstruction for the work of 
which the Kindergarten of the Holy 
Child was once a promise, an orphanage 
to bear that name, and which is to re- 
ceive children orphaned, and worse than 
orphaned, for whom the city authorities 
ask our help. As we saw the women who 


-are to make their home among those 


children and to give them of their time 
and strength and skill and very selves, it 
seemed as though there must be women 
elsewhere, who, if they only knew, would 
gladly spare them anxious hours of 
planning how, without means, they can 
make the children’s home at least com- 
fortable and convenient, 

The cathedral and the club are in the 
American neighborhood; the hospital 
and Nurses’ Home, the embroidery- 
school and the orphanage are in the 
midst of a native settlement; it is in the 
heart of the business city, through a 
dark passage and up two flights of stairs, 
that one finds—and wonders that one 
ever finds—the Chinese Mission. Its 
numbers are small, but it stands for the 
assurance that it is a part of our plan 
not to leave this people unshepherded. 
The acquaintance of the missionary 
reaches far beyond those who attend the 
night school and the services, and his in- 
fluence is as far-reaching. His bishop 
and the Opium Commission are both in- 
debted to him for his knowledge of the 
Chinese, their language and thought. 

And then we leave Manila behind us, 
and the sea, to climb the hills. This is 
the journey the Travelling Secretary 
took: seven hours by train to Camp 
One, and two hours by stage to Twin 
Peaks; out again in the early morning 


by stage to reach Baguio about eleven; - 


three days there, and then by chair, for 
twenty-seven hours with a night at Sab-

lan, to Naguilian; thence to San Fer- 
nando by Caramata, and a night on the 
boat to Tagudin, and then two days and 
a half on the trail to reach Sagada. Two 
and a half days there; a half-day by 
chair to Bontoc for three and a half 
days’ stay; back to Sagada for four days 
more, and then the trip by chair and 
boat and train to Manila again. 

The mission in the Philippines is 
known as a domestic mission, and not- 
withstanding the presence of Spanish- 
built churches and houses, of Filipinos 
and their grass-thatched shacks, of 
Tgorots and their steep-pitched huts, it 
seems so. The American feeling is in 
the air, the sense of occupation perma- 
nent or temporary, of protection, of 
guardianship, of striving after the best, 
of guiding and restraining methods. It 
is impressed on one by the many officials 
of Government and Army, the police in 
the city, the constabulary in the coun- 
try; the American school supervisors, 
the Filipino teachers, the young boys 
and girls acting as teachers also; the 
Filipino presidents of the barrios, the 
Spanish or Filipino supervisors of the 
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roads, and then the troop of Igorots, 
who, under that supervision, scale the 
mountain walls and hew out from the 
rock the paths over which to bear the 
passing traveller upon her way. That 
each race has its own contribution 
toward the earth’s advance was plain to 
see when an Igorot appeared like a fly 
upon that perpendicular, or walked with 
sure step on the narrow path over which 
the great rock or tree hung perilously, 
or the crumbling sand rolled down, and 
below which the rocks sunk sheer to un- 
known depths of forest gloom and still- 
ness, 

The Travelling Secretary rides in her 
chair all day upon the shoulders of her 
bearers, and admires their skill and en- 
durance and is amused by their childish- 
ness. She watches their brown 
shoulders, marked by the weight they 
bear, and the sinewy arms sometimes 
tattooed gaily, the feet that cling to each 
least point of vantage on the narrow, 
pebbly road. The stick or spear, bal- 
anced in the hand, often just escapes her 
eyes; at irregular intervals, which she 
comes to look for, she is set down upon 
the path, while from the band about the

head the little pipe is taken, and from 
the basket bound at the back of the hair, 
or slung at the waist, a tobacco leaf is 
produced and rolled up in the tiny bowl. 
Next, from the same case comes a box 
of matches and a light is struck. Or 
from the sheath hanging from the 
girdle a big knife comes, and a bit of 
stout bamboo or supple vine is cut to 
make the poles of the chair secure. Or 
perhaps, with a nod of explanation, the 
men go to some stream trickling from 
the rocks, to wash their faces and drink 
from out their hands, or in a silent pool 
or flowing stream plunge for an entire 
bath. And the traveller sits and waits, 
while her companions on horseback get 
on ahead, and grows to find it an accus- 
tomed thing to sit alone in a world of 
rocks and trees and streams and sky, 
with four wild-looking men for company. 
And when they have finished their di- 
gressions, they lift up their load and trot 
on cheerily as before, and when they talk 
and laugh together, she wishes she knew 
what they say. 

Or it is she who touches gently a for- 
ward bearer and signifies that she will 
walk a bit, and so dismounts and walks 
on alone, or joins the riders who have 
dismounted also, to rest their horses and 
exercise themselves, The memories of 
the trail will linger long, though the 
gentle showers of one afternoon alone 
revealed the secrets of the silent forest, 
when, with the falling drops, myriads of 
hidden insects sent their sounds out up- 
on the air, and bright flowers sprang to 
life, and butterflies of gorgeous red and 
brilliant purple and gleaming yellow 
flew across the path. 

There was the day when we came upon 
the sick man, lying exhausted by the 
way, whose companions came to Mrs. 
Staunton, feeling that with her coming 
there would surely be relief. There was 
the night in the cabin at Naiba where 
three of us slept in the room from which 
we could see eight camp fires burning, 
with a hundred men or more grouped 
about them, and where from a neighbor- 


ing shack ,the monotonous strains of the 


b 
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Passion music came to our ears. There 
was the glorious sunset on the beach at 
Tagudin, and the sun dawning upon the 
hills as we crossed the plain at 
Cervantes. Bishop Brent has told the 
story of what the trail may be in storm 
and disaster; under more favorable 
auspices and by another route this 
traveller experienced its charms. 

And by such ways as this she reached 
those places, without seeing which she 
would have felt her visit to the Philip- 
pines a most partial and one-sided one. 
Baguio, Bagnan, Sagada, Bontoe, each 
brings a separate picture to the mind. 
Baguio is getting to be known in the 
islands as the “summer capital.” The 
Government officials are building there, 
and there in the hot weather they go for 
summer work and rest and play. And 
where they go, other residents of Manila 
follow. Camp John Hay is just beyond, 
the summer home of army people. The 
missionary priest at Baguio has largely 
a Manila parish, and perhaps that is why 
the new rectory is on land near the site 
proposed for the American school, and 
both are nearer the new community than 
is the Easter School, Not that anything 
is very near at Baguio! The places are 
set over against each other up on hill- 
sides, and the journey from Observatory 
to Civil Hospital, from Police Head- 
quarters to Constabulary School, from 
rectory to church, is in each case quite 
an undertaking until hill-climbing has 
become a wonted exercise. 

Bontoe is quite different in situation, 
though gaining a likeness in character 
since it has become the capital of the 
Mountain Province. The Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor of that province is to make his 
home there, as well as the Governor of 
Lepanto-Bontoe. The Government 
school-teacher has started a brickyard 
there, and a schoolhouse with dormi- 
tories is being built. There are con- 
stabulary headquarters with a constabu- 
lary dispensary. On the little plaza a 
band plays on Sunday nights, and there 
the reveille sounds each morning and the 
bugle gives its calls throughout the day. 


A street runs straight from plaza _ to 
river, and at its side is the Filipino 
town, while just beyond lies the real 
Bontoe with its sixteen atos, or assembly 
places, the ring of stones about an open 
space where-a fire may be kindled. <A 
tree or group of trees gives slielter; be- 
side it is the low, dark dormitory of the 
village boys; a favored pig has his own 
special house and wall near by. And 
there, in separate groups, the fathers of 
the village meet, and decide when it 
shall hold holiday and other things per- 
taining to its welfare. 

It was at one of these afos that we met 
the father of one of the mission boys, 
who took us to his home; an outer room 
black with the smoke of many fires; on 
one side, the store of rice and camotes 


-and wood, the fireplace beyond; on the 


other side, two long wooden shelves 
piled with baskets and bowls, with room 
for the old man and his friends to sit 
and talk; and back of this, with a 
wooden partition between, an obscure 
apartment into which, when the door is 
closed, neither light nor air can enter, 
and which is the sleeping-room of the 
house, It is such places that Miss Oakes 
visits, kneeling at this inner doorway to 
feel the pulse of her patient, and, if pos- 
sible, persuade her to the bench outside, 
that she may really see and care for her. 

At Bontoc near the plaza is_ the 
ladies’ house; down the street, nearer the 
river, stand the poor buildings that serve 


‘for church, dispensary, clergy-house and 


parish work, with the doctor’s house in 
the fields across the way. But near by — 
the land is staked out for new buildings, 
and work is going on which one day may 
result in church and school and dwell- 
ings such as the mission long has waited 
for. we 

Sagada is different. The mission 
there is crowned with a tall white cross 
on its highest hill. Beside it stands the 
lower cross marking the burial-place of 
cur Christian dead. Below, on plateaus 
carved by our missionary’s skill from 
out the hillside, are the buildings he has 
thus far been able to rear and the sites

of those he hopes to build; the church 
with its bell-tower; the rectory of which 
so much has been written, and which 
might be a different thing could the mis- 
sionary be persuaded to consider himself 
before others; the office which shows 
what other buildings might be were men 
and means at hand. And, all about, the 
bare hills rise, with limestone rocks of 
all fantastic shapes, into whose crevices 
the Sagada people stow the coffins of 
their dead, and great dark caves through 
which silent rivers run. It is a weird 
country; but when of a Sunday morning 
one watches the people coming in long 
lines by the hill paths, and sees the 
church with its throng of worshippers; 
when, morning after morning, the bell at 
half-past six calls a faithful company 
there, one sees something of compensa- 
tion for isolation and difficult and ham- 
pered work. We spend a morning in a 
visit to the sawmill and see the logs be- 
ing hewn and planed and cut into boards 
and shingles. Looking far up the moun- 
tain sides, a broken moving line of white 
shows where those boards are being 
borne on men’s heads to Bontoe, in the 
solving of the difficulty how to build 
without wood. And we learn a side les- 
son of the mill in the rice-fields planted 
anew near by. They had been deserted 
through fear of neighbors in the villages 
around, but, with the coming of the 
white man and his industries, confidence 
revived, and the native returned to his 
home and work under that sure shelter. 

And what is Bagnan? We went to it 
in an hour or so from Sagada, guided by 
three trees upon a hill, under whose 
shade stands the plainest building 
known by the name of church, reared by 
native skill. Thither-our missionaries 
in Sagada go, and there we were privi- 
leged to keep their yearly Fiesta and to 
witness the baptism of six boys and two 
young men: Anselmo, Nicolas, Patricio, 
Bernardo, Orispin, Henry, Jaime and 
Gregorio, making 687 baptized since Mr. 
Staunton came to the mission in Octo- 
ber, 1904. 

These are‘the native children of the 


~ hills; but during our short stay one of

the clergy was called on a day’s trip to 
see a little sick American child, whose 
mother recalled because of his illness the 
fact that she herself had never been bap- 
tized, and they were baptized together. 

The traveller’s letter grows too long 
before she has said half her say. She 
would make pictures, that those at home 
might see the sights that gladdened her 
eyes: At Baguio the long tables with the 
boys and girls standing round, Clement 
at their head, while Mrs. Hargreaves 
joins them as they sing their grace and 
thanks: 


“Be present at our table, Lord. 
Be here and everywhere adored. 
Thy creatures bless, and grant that we 
May feast in Paradise with Thee. 


“We thank Thee, Lord, for this Thy 
food, 

But more because of Jesus’ Blood. 

Let manna to our souls be given, 

The Bread of Life sent down from 
Heaven.’’ 


In Sagada, the long living-room which 
Mrs. Staunton’s hospitality makes so 
homelike that it is hard for her guests 
to realize the unselfishness which so 
makes it; the family gathered at one 
end, and at the other the long table 
where Brigidio and Elias, Mariano and 
Stephen sit in quiet intentness over 
their primers and their writing, until, 
warned by some unseen signal that it is 
bedtime, with friendly good-nights they 
steal nimbly up the perpendicular ladder 
to their beds in the open loft beneath the 
roof. And in Bontoc the mission family 
seated at their evening meal, while, in 
the dusk beyond, the brown forms of 
Samuel, David, Bernard, Philip, .Chris- 
topher and many others lie sprawling on 
the floor, intent upon their game. 

Such scenes as these tell louder than 
words can utter the selflessness of those 
who live day and night among these peo- 
ple, making of them “new Christians,” 
as the Filipinos call them in contradis- 
tinction to themselves, Christians of 
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generations’ standing, and to those who 
are non-Christian still. 

When we see these groups of children 
gathered in, the group of men and wom- 
en as they follow their mission priest 
about the little church at Sagada to hear 
from his lips the Story of the Cross, we 
find it hard to believe that Bishop 
Brent’s vision of a chain of such sta- 
tions through the mountain district 
should be a broken dream, and long that, 
before it is too late, upon the Southern 
Island, among a more savage people and 
with Mohammedans whom as yet no one 
has won to Christ, the enterprise may be 
accomplished. In every age there have 
been men and women to whom the im- 
possibility of the task is its alluring 
call; in this age some such men and 
women may be left. 

The Bishop of the Philippines and the 
missionaries are rich in friends who 
have come to their aid with such help as 
money can give; they are: favored in 
having a group of earnest people who, 
among the distracting pleasures of life 
in a new city of the East, remember to 
devote time and thought and means to 
the work that is being done; they have a 
special advantage in that friends in the 
army and navy and in the government 
service, going home, ean tell to others 
what they have really seen, It is not a 
large work as yet, not so large as it 
might be were men and means still more 
constantly and freely given, but it 
stands in the midst of the community as 
a unifier, and its members seem to be of 
those of whom the Lord Himself once 
told, and to whom He awarded high 
meed of praise. For in the orphanage, 
as in the mission families upon the 
mountains, will be found the hungry, the 
thirsty, the naked and the stranger; in 
the hospital and dispensary in city and 
country the sick; and in the great 
Manila prison, the prisoners whom our 
ministrations weekly cheer. And with 
such ministries our missionaries are 
learning to content themselves, giving of 
themselves, soul and body, to their peo- 
ple, not looking for return.
